hope that God (however the p-setit aseale of some, Sc the soandals tyken 
by others at the instant [present] affliction of the Churcli ol 
may transport them) will at last compassionate Our iafirttiities, 
our judgments, & make abatement for our igiiorances, sufMBfstructOre^, 
passions, & errours of corrupt tymes & interests, of which the Rotiaish 
persuasion can no way uetptit herself, whatever the present proHjyen^^^^ 
& secular polity may pretend. But God wUl make all things ifJanifcst 
in his own tyme, onely let us possess ourselves in patience & charity. 
This will cover a multitude of imperfection-^.” 

lie speaks with great moderation of the Roman Gatholics in geneiral, 
admitting that some of the Laws enacted against them might be miti- 
gated; but of the Jesuits be had the very worst opiniou, consider- 
ing them as a most dangerous Society, and the principal authors of 
the misfortunes whicli befell King %Iames II., and the hoirible J»eree- 
cutldns of the Protestants in France and Savoy. 

He must have conducted himself with uncommoii pnidence and ihs-

The G.'meterc cal’d Carnpo banto is 
made of divm gaily ladings of earth formerly brought from Jerusalem, 
said to he of such a nature ns to consume dead boflies in fourtv liourcs. 
^is clowtrcd with marble arches ; here lies buried the learned Philip 
•Decius who taught in this University. At one side of this Church 
stands an ample and well •• wrought niarhle ve.ssell which heretofojt 
contain’d the tribute paid yearly by the (’ittv to Ciosar. It is plac'd, as 
1 remember, on a pillar of opilestonc, \vith divers other antiq urncs. 
Ncere this, and in the same field, is the Bajjtistery of San Giovanni, 
built of {lure white marble and cover’d with so artificial a cupola that 
the voice uttered under it seetnes to breake out of a cloud. The font arui 
pulpit supported hy 4 lyons is of inestimahic vaivic for the preejousnesse 
of the mate/ials. The place where these buildings statui they call the 
Area. Hence we W'ent to the Collcdge, to which joyncs a (laileiy so 
famish’d with natural rarities, stones, minerals, shells, dry’d anianrdfy 
skeilctona, &c. as is hardly tb be seen in Italy. To this the Phvsiq 
Gardett lyes, where is a noble palm-tree and very fine water-workes. 
Tlie river Amo runs through the middle of this stately Cltye, whence 
the streets is named Long^rtm. It is so ample that the Duke’s gttllys, 
ljuiU in the Arsenal here, are easily convey’d to Idvoino ; over the river 
is an arch, the like of whicli, for its flatness, and serving for a bridge, is 
no wliere in Europ- The Duke has a atately Palace, before whicii is 
placed the statue of Fcrdinajvd tiie Third ; over against It is the Ex- 
ohangCy built of marble. Since this Cltty came to be under the Dukes 
of Thscany it has been much deptrpufoted, Iho’ there is hardly in Italy 
any sy®'' exceeds it for stately edifices. The situation of it is low and

In another 
Oratory is the statue of this Pt>pc, and the bead of the (Jungo Ambas- 
sador who tvas converted at Rome amt dy’d here. In a tliisd (dujpc) 
design’d by M. Angelo lye,s the body of Platina. and the Cardinal of 
Toledo, Hotiorius III. Nicepborus IV. the asbe.s of St. Hiertnn, and 
many others. In that of Sextus V. before nicntioned was sbew’d vis 
part. of the crib in winch Clirist was swaddl’d at Bcthlcm ; there is also 
the statue of Pius V. Going out at the furtlier end is the resuiTection 
of l4»zafu» hy a very mre hand.

This Library is the most nobly built, furniahM, and beautified of any 
in the world; ample, stately, light, and cherefu II, looking into a most 
pleosant garden. Ulie walls and roofe are painted, not with antiques 
and grotescs, like our Bodleian at Oxford,, but emblems, figures, dia- 
grams, and the like iearneu inventions, found out by the wit and in- * 
diistry of lamous men, of which there are now whole volumes extant. 
Theix- were likewise the effigies of the most illustrious men of letlera 
and fathers of the Lhurch, with divers noble statues in w"hite tiiarble 
at the entrance, vi^. Ilippolitiis and Aristides. The Oeuerall Oouncil* 
are painted on the side walls. As to yr ranging of the liookea, they

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JanguageSc Ttiat he h^d read a great deal is manifest, but at what 
time he found opportunUies for study, it does not seem easy to say : he 
acknowledges himself to have been idle while at Oxford ; and wlien on 
b!$ travels he had little time for reading, except when he stayed about 
nineteen weeks in France, and at Piuiua, where he was likewise 
stationary for some time. At Rome he remained a considerable time ; 
but whilst there he was so continually engaged in viewing the? great 
abundance of interesting objects to be seen in that City, that he could 
have found little leisure for reading. When resident in Kngland, 
he was so much occupied in the business of his mimerous offices, in 
paying visits, in receiving company at home, and in examining what- 
ever was deemed worthy of curiosityw of scientific observation, that it 
is astonishing to think how be found the opportunity to compose the 
numerous books which he published, and the much greater number of 
papers, on almost every subject, which still remain in manuscript’^; to 
say nothing of the very extensive and voluminous Correspondence which 
he appears to have carried on during the pericul of his long life, v/ith 
men of the greatest eminence in CImrch and State, afid the most distin- 
guished for leaniiiig, both Englislimcn und Foreigners. In this cor- 
respondence he dc^es not seem to have made use of an amanuensis, and 
he has left transcripts in his own hand of great numbers of Letters both 
received and sent. He observes, indeed, in one of these, that he seldom 
went to bed before 12, or closed his eycvS before I oYdock.

They dig much for fancied treasure stud to ho coriceird about 
this place; From hence we coasted neere the ruines of Forlus Julius, 
where we might see divers stately palaces y‘ had hen swallow’d up by 
the sea after earthquakes. Coming to shore xtb passe by tlm X.<ut‘Hud 
Lake, so famous heretofore for its delitHOus oysters, hdw prothicing few 
or none, being divided froitiri y« sea by a banke of incredible labour, the 
suppos’d worke of Hercules p His now halfe chock’d up rubbish, and 
by part of the new mountain^, which rose partly out of it, and pi-tiy 
out of the sea, and that in tlic space of ’ one night and a day, to neere 
the altitude of a mile, on the 29th Sept. IsSs, after many terribW^ 
earthquakes w®^* ruined divers places ther^bouty when at midnight the 
sea retiring neere 200 paces, .and yawntiig on y* sddaine, it Contuiued 
to vomit forth flames and fiery stoneci in siich he praduedd this

1 WAS borne at W'ottoii, in the county of Surrey, 31st Oc(. 1620, 
after my Fatlwr had been married about 7 yearcs *, and my Mother 
had borne him two daughters and one sonn, vit. Eliza 28th Nov. 
1614; Jr,^16 Feb. 1615; Geoige 18 June 1617. They had another 
sonn after inc, Richard, born 4th Dec'. 1622. 

My Father/ named Richard, was <tf a sanguine complexion, mixed 
with a dash of cholcr: hi.s haire inclining to light, which tho’ very 
thick became hoary by that time he was 30 yearcs of age; it was 
somewhat curled towards the extremity ; his beard, wliich he wore a 
little picked, as the mode was, of a brownish colour, and so continued 
to the last, save that it was somewhat mingknl with grey haires about 
bis cheekes : which, with his counteiiance, wu« clearc, and fresh co« 
lour’d', his eyes quick and piercing, an ample forehead, manly aspect; 
low of stature, but very.strorig. So exact and temperate, that I hauc 
heard he had never been surprised byexcesse, being ascetic and sparing. 
Jt^is wisdom was greate, hU judgment acute; of solid discourse, aiTable, 
hufhlilfy and in nothing affected ; of a thriving, neate, silent, and 
meth^i4»l gtfnins ; discreetly severe, yet liberal on all just occasions, 
to his children, strangers, and servants; a lover of hospitsility ; of a 
singular and (i^ristlan moderation in all his actions; a Justice of the 
Peace and of the Quorum ; he served his Country- a.s High Sheritf f»n 
Suirey and Sussex togetherf. He was a studious decliner of iionours

This yearc my Grandmother (w‘‘v whom I sojourn^) being 
married to one Mr. Newton, a learned and most religious gent, we 
went from the Cliff to dwell at his house in Southover. 

1631. There happen'd an extraordinary dearth in England, come 
bearing an excessive price ; and, in imitation of what I had seene my 
Father do, I began to observe matters more punctoaly, which I did 
use to set downe in a bl^ke almanac.

15 Decemlier 1634. My Sister Darcy departed this life, being arrived 
to her 20 ycare of age, in vertue advanc'd beyond her j«ares, or the 
merit of her husband, the worst of men. She had been brought to 
bed the 2d of June before, but the infant died soon after her. My 
Sister was niterr d in a very honorable manner in our dormitory jovn* 
ing to the parish church f, where now her monument stands. 

1635. My deare Mother departed this life upon the 29‘^ September, 
about the 37*^ of her age and 22d of her marriage ; her death has*- 
tened by excessive grief for the Ipsae of her daughter. When near her 
death, she summoned all her children then living (I shall never forget 
it), and express'd herself in a manner so heavenly, with instructions so 
pious and Christian, as made us-strangely sensible of the extraordinary 
losse then imminent; after which, embracing every one of us, she 
gave to each a nhg, with her blessing. Then taking iny Fatlicr by 
the hand, she recommended us to his care ; and having importun'd him 
what he design^^ to bestow on her funeral he would rather dispose 
atueng y^ poore, she labour'd to compose herselfe for the blessed 
change which she now expected. There was not a servant in the

1 March. At the Greeke Church we aaw y* Eastern <^)%inotaes 
perform’d by a Bishop, &c, in that tnnghe. Here/ the, unfo^ 

Duke and Dutchess of Bullion rWivetl their aslies, it being tU^ first 
day of Lent ; there was now as ranch trudging up and downe of devotees 
as the day hefoi*e of licentious people, all Saints alike to appearance. 

Tl»c gardens of Justinian, which we next visited, are very full of sta* 
tues and antiquities, especialy urnes, amongst which is Jiat of Min. 
Felix; a Terminus that forhiei ly stoml in the Applan Way, and a huge 
colosse of the Emperor Justinian. There 3» a delicate aviarie on the 
liill ; the whole gardens furnish’d with raie collections, fresh, shady, 
and adorn'd w”’ noble fountnincs. Continuing our walke a mile furtlier, 
we came to Pons Milvius, now Mela, wliere, Constantine overthrew 
Maxentius, and saw the miraculous signc of the Crosse, “ in hoc sigru) 
vinces." It was a sweetc morning', and the hushes were full of aight- 
ingals. Hence to Aqua Claudia againe, an aqueduct finish’d by that 
Erajieror at the expence of 8 millions, fn the afterndone to Farneze’s 
gardens, neere the Campo Vaccina; and upon the Palatine Mount to 
survey the ruincs of Juno’s Temple in the Piscina, a Piazza so call’d 
neere the famous hrldg built by Antoniuns Pius and re-edified by Pope 
Sixtus IV. 

The rest of this w«^ekc we went to the Vatican, to heare the sermons 
at St. Peter’s of the most famous preachers, who di^ourse on the same 
subjects ami texts yearciy, full of Italian eloquence and action. On 
our Lady-day, 25 March, we saw the Pope and Catdtnais rid* iw pomp 
to the Minerva, the greate guns of the Castle St. Aogelp being fited, 
when he gives portions to 500 mtelle Qoung womeri^, whokisse hia feete 
in procession, some destin’d tp marry, sdipe fe be nubns.

Cardinals, amlmssjulors, ladies, aiMl a number of nobility and strangers. 
There had been in the morning a .fust and Tournament of scverall yoaug 
gentlemen on a formal defy, tf> winch we had been invitt d ; the prizes 
being distributed by the ladies after the knig’nt-crraiitry way. The 
launceis sind swordsmen running at tilt against vhe harricr.s, with a 
gjreate deaie of clatter, but without any hlootished, giving much diversion 
to the spectators, attd was new to us travellers, 
yi'he next day Mr, Henshaw and 1 spent the morning in attending 
the entrance alul cavalcade of Card Medici, the Ambass' from the Grand 
0uke of Florence, by the Via Flarninla.

4 May. Having seen the entrle of y Arnbass' of Lueca, I went to 
the Vatican, where, by favour of onr Gardinal Protectoiv Ffan. 

I was admitted into the Cbhsistorie, heard the Amhass" make hii o^r 
tion in Xiatine to the Pope, sitting on an elevated state or throne, and 
changing two |>ontlfical miters; after which I was presented to kisse 
his toe, that is, his cnabroderM slipper, two Cardinals holding up hJa 
vest and .smplice, and then being sufficiently bless’d with his thumb and 
two fnigers for that day, I return’d home to dinner. 

We went agaiue to see the iqedails of Sig^ Gotefredi, which are ah. 
sol utely the best collection in Rome. • 

Passing the Ludovisia Villa, where the petrified human figure lies, 
found on the snowy Alps ; I measured the Hidra, and found it not a 
foot long; the three necks and 15 heads secme to he but patch'd up 
with several pieces of serpents skins. 

5 May, We tooke coach, and went 15 miles out of the Cittie to 
Frascati, formerly Tusculannm, a villa of Card' Aldobraudini, built 
for a .country-house, but surpassing, in my opinion, the most dellcipuS 
places I ever helield for its situation, elegance, plentifuU water, groves, 
ascents, and pmspects. Just behind the palace (w*'' is of excelltmt^

We U'Cnt hence to another house and garden not far distant, on tlic 
side of a hill called Mondragone, finish'd by Card' Sclplo Bnrghcse, an 
ample and kingly edifice.

tnerehaiit*, but nothing so magnificent ; from thence my guide led me 
to the Fondigo dl Todeschi, which is their magazine, and here many 
of the merclmtils, especialy Germans, have tlieir lodging and diet as in 
a^coUege. The outside ot this stately fid)rlc is painted hy Giorgione da 
Gastelfranco, and Titian himselfe. 

Hence I pass d thro’ the Merccvia, wliicli is one of the most det’-

Among other venerable reliques is a stone on 
which they say our Blessed Lord stood preaching to those of Tyre ami 
Sidon, and neerc the doore is an image of Chnst, much adored, esteeming 
it very sacred, fos* that a rude fellow striking it, they say, there gush’d 
out a torrent of blood. In one of the corners lies the body of St. Isi- 
dore, brought hither 50h years since from y" island of Chios. A little 
farther they shew the picture of St. Dominic and Francis, aflirm’d to 
have hen made by the Abbot Joachim (many ycares before any of them 
were horn). Going out of the Church tlicy slu-w’d us the stone ivhere 
Alexander III. trod on y*' neck of y‘' Kmperor Fred. Barbaros.sa, pro- 
nouncing that verse of the p.salin, “ super hnsilt.scum,’' See. The dores 
of y* Church are of massie coper. There are nccre 500 pillars in this 
building, most of them porphyrle and serpentine, and brought cheiflv 
from Athens and other parts of Greece formerly in their power At 
the corner of the Church are inserted into the maine wall four liorures as 

o 

big as life cut in porpliyrie, wliich they say are the images of four br-j- 
thers who poy.soncd one another, hy Avhich tneanes there esclieatcd to 
y* RepubIi<j that vast treasury of relieipies now helonglng to the Cluircli. 
At the other entrance that looks towards the Sea, .stands in a small 
chapell that statue of our Lady, made (as they afiinne) of the same 
stone or reek out of which Moses brought water to the murmuring 
Israelites at Horeb or Meriba. 

After all that Is said, this Chuich is in my o|)inioii much too dark and 
diamal, and of heavy work ; the fabric, as is imicb of Venice both for 
buildihga and other fashions and circumstances, after the Greekes, their 
next neighboured.

A French Gentleman and myself went to the Courts of Justice, the 
Senate-house, and Ducal Palace.

The truth is, their garb is very odd, 
as seeming allwayus in masquerade ; their other habits also totaly dif- 
ferent from all nations. They weare very long crisped haire, of severall 
strokes and coloui's, which they make so by a wash, dischevelling it on 
the brims of a broade hat that lias no head, but an hole to put out their 
heads byj they drie them in the sunn, as one may see them at their 
windows. In their tire they set silk flowers and sparkling stones, their 
petlcoates coming from their very arme-pits, so that they are neere 
three quarters and an half apron; their sleeves are made exceeding 
wide, under which their shift sleeves as wide, and commonly tucked up 
to the shoulder, shewing their naked armcs^ thro' false sleeves of tiffany, 
girt wth a bracelet or two, witli knots of points richly tagged about 
their shoulders and other places of their bqdy, which they usually coyer 
with a kiml of yellow vaile of lawn very transparent.

We retuniM through another gallery, larger, but not so long, u licit 
iKllDg the pictures of all the Kings and Queencs and prime Nobility ot 
France, 

Descending hence, we went into a lower very large roenn* callM the 
Salle des Antiejues, which is a vaulted Cimelia, destin’d for statues 
only, amongst which stands, the so celebrated Diana of the Dphesiam, 
said to be the same which utter’d onielevS in that temple. There is a 
huge glolie suspended by chaynes. ^Ihe pavings, ivilaylngs, and In *• 
crustations of this Hail ai'c v«.'rv rich. 

In another more privat garden towards the Quccne’s apartment is a 
waike or cloyster under arches, whose tcirace is paved with stones of a 
greate breadth; it looks towards the river, and has a pleasant aviary, 
fountaiue, stately cypresses, &c. On the river arc scene a prodigious 
number of barges and boates of great length, full of hay, come, wood, 
wine, &c. Under the long gallery dwell goldsmiths, paynters, sta- 
tuaries, and architects, who being the most famous for their art in 
Chriateiidom, have stipends allo^ved them by the King. Wc went 
into that of Mon’*" Saraciri, who was moulding for .111 image of a Ma- 
' dona to be cast in gold, of a greate size, ti> be sent by the Queene 
Regent to Lauretto, as an offering for the birth of the Dauphine, now 
the young King. 

I finish’d this day with a waike in the greate garden of the Thuil* 
lories, which is rarely contrived for privacy, shade, or company, by 
groves, plantations of tall trees, especialy that in y'' middle, being of 
r^inea, another of mulberys. There is a labyrinth of cypresse, noble 
h^^g|e^ fountaines, fishponds, and an aviary. There

Under tlje tomb was a cobicr at bis work. Being now conic to St. 
Antonies ftbe stn ete most of y‘‘ way strait, well built, and outsides 
excellently painted in jtre.sco) we survey d the spacious piazza, in which 
18 erected a noble statue of coper of a man on bor.seback, ui inemoric 
of one Catta Malataf, a renowned captaiue. 'The Church a la Greca 
consists of five handsome cupolas leadeil. At the left hand witliin is 
the tomb of St. Anthony and his altar, about w'** a mezzo relievo of 
the miracles ascrib’d to him is exquisitely wrought in white marble by 
the three famous sculptors Tullius Lombardus, JacobiKs Sansovinus, 
and Hierpn. Compagno. A little higher is the quire, wall’d parapet 
fasbimv with sundry, colour’d stone halfe relievo, the work of Andrei) 
Rpeoif. The altar within is of the same metall, wfiicli with tlie candle' 
sti^k and bases is in my opinion as magnificent as any in Italy. The 
vykiftscpt: of tW quire is rarely iulayed and carved. Here are the se- 
pulchres of many famous persons, as of Rodolphus P^ulgosi, A;c. and 
amorj^ the rest o that for an exploit at sea has a gaily exquisitely 
carved thereon. The Piwcssion Ijore the banners with all the treasure 
of the cioystcr, which was a very fine sight. 

Hence waikto^ over the Prato delle'V’alle, I w'cnt to set y* Convent 
of Jin^tinay, than w**’ I never beheld one more magnificent.

tins place we saw so many cdaches, as one ivoald hardly think could 
be raaiataloed in the whole Gtty, going/ late as 
year, towards the Course, which is a place adjoyning, of neere an 
English mile long, planted with 4 rows of trees, making a large clreii» 
in the middle. This Course is wulkd aboiit, necrc breast high, vv*** 
'icjuarM freestone, and has a stately arch at the entrance,, with k^ulpture 
and statues about it, built by Mary di Me^lices. Here it is that the 
gallants and ladys of y® Court take the ayre and divert themselves, as 
with ns in Hide Park, the circle being capable of containing stn bun* 
<lrcd coaches to Itiroe cmu’odiousty, and the larger of the plaO^tions 
for 5 or 6 coaches a brest. 

Retimiing tljrough the Thuilleries, we saw a building in which are 
kept wild beasts for the King’s pleasure, a beare, a wolfe, a lidld 
hoare, a leopard, &c. 

27 l^cb. Accompany’d with some English gent®, we tooke horse to 
.ice St. Germains en Lay, a stately country-house of the King, some 
5 leagucifrfrom ParisS. By the way we alighted at St, Cloes, where, 
on an emlneni'c neere the river, the Archbishop of Paris has a garden, 
for the bouse is not very considerable, rarely Water’d and furnish’d 
with fountaincs, statues, and groves; the walkes are very foire; the

The Dormitory above is exceeding com- 
modious and Stately, but what most pleas’d me tVas the old cloyster so 
well painted with the legendarie Saints, mingled with many ancient 
inscriptions, and pieces of urnes dug up it scCmes at the foundation of 
tlie Church. Thus having spent the |ay in rambles, T i*eturn’d the 
next day to Venice. * 

Tlic Arsenal is thought to be one of y*" best furnish’d in y** world. 
We entred by a strong port always guardetl, and ascending a spacious 
gallery saw armes of back, breast, and head, for many thousands; in 
another were saddles, over them ensignes taken from the Turks. An- 
other Hall is for the meeting of the Sennt ; passing a graff are the 
smiths fnrgcs, where they am Continaaly Xt work on ankers and iron 
work. Ncere it is a well of fresh watet, which they impute 
rhinoceros’s horns which they say lie ih it and will pre^rve it f^^ 
ever being empoison’d. Hicn we came to where the c&r|ten(em were 
hiulding their magaeipee of Oares, masts, ^ fet irf hutidrU gallys and 
ships, which have all their aparell atid furiiittire hhere them.

At an Inn in this village is an host who treats all the greate persons 
in princely lodgings for ftirniturc and plate, but they nay well iox ?t. 
as I have don. Indeed the entertainment is vevy splerulid, and uoi 
unreasonable, considering the excellent manner of dressnig their meate, 
and of the service. Here are many debauches ami evecssive reveliings. 
being out of obscrvance. 

About *1 league farther ue went to see (’ardlnal Ilichelicii's villa ai 
Ritcdi. The house is small, hut fairely Iniilt, in form of n castK 
moated i‘Oiind. The offices arc town ivls tin* ro.ul, and over against it 
are large vineyards walled in. 

Though the house is not ^>f riic givateiit. the gardens about it arc mo 
magnificent that I doubt whether Italy lias any exceeding it for all 
rarities of pleasure*. The garden nearest tlie iKivilion Is a prirlene, 
having in y* mlddst divers noble hrasse statues, perpetually spouting 
water into an ample bassin, with otlier figures of ihc same mctnl; hut 
what is most admirable is the vast enclosure, juuI variety of grounii, 
in y^ large garden, contaitiing vineyards, conicficlds, mo;ulu\v 3 , groves 
(whei’t'of one is of perennial greens), and n allo s ol vast Ic.ngthcs, :'0 
accurately kept and cultivated, that nothing can he more agroeahlo. On 
one of these ^valkes, within a square of tall tans, is a b.'isilisc of 
copper, managed by the fouiitanierc casts water neero fiO feet high, 
and will of itself move round so swiftly, that one can liardly CsScape 
wetting. This leads to the CItroniere, wlicrc is a noble conserve of all 
those rarities; and at the end of it is the Arch of Comtantinc, painted 
on a wall in oyle, as large as flic real one at Rome, so well don th:if 
evert a m in painting may mistake it for stone and ?cul[s-

Here is akso a 
gallejrytOf 200 yards long fur cables, and over that a magazitje of hemp. 
Oyer .^agaihst these are their saltpetre houses, and a large row of cells 
or houses to protect their gullies from y*" weather. Over the gate as 
'V© go out, is a roome full of greate and small guns, some of which 
discharge six time.$ at once. Then there is a court full of can’on, bul- 
lets, chaines, grapple.^, granudos, ^.e and over that urnuvs for 800,000 
met», and by themselves nrmes for 400 taken fiom some that were in a 
plot against the State ; together with weapons of ofle nee and defence 
for 62 ships ; 32 pieces of ordnanee on carriages taken iVum the Turks, 
and OKI© prodigious mortar-piece. In a word, 'tis not to be reckoned 
up what this large place containes of this sort, 'rhere were now 23 
gallys, and 4 gally-grossi of 100 oares of a sitle. The whole Arsenal is 
wallj’d ©bout and may be in compas.se about 3 niiles, with 12 towres for 
y*^ watch, besides y‘ the sea invirons it. The u orkmon, w ho are ordi- 
narily 500, march out In military order, and every evening receive tlieir 
pay thro’ a small hole in y® gate where the Governor Hves.

One of 
these islands has a receptacle for them built of vast pieces of roek^ 
iieere 50 feet high, growne over with niosse, ivy, shadcif at u 
competent distance with tall trees: in. this the fowles lay eggs and 
hreede. Wo then saw a large and very rare grotto of shell-worke, in 
the shape of satyres and other wild fancys : in y** middle stands a 
marble table, on which a fouutaine playes in forms of glasses, cupps, 
crosses, fanns, crownes, •Scer'" Then the fountainecre represented a 
^ sliowre of rairie from the topp, mett by small jetts from below. At 
going out two extinvagant musqueteeres shot us w'** a atreme of water 
from their uiushet Imrrells. Before this grotto is 4 Jprig ppole into 
which ran divers spouts of water from leaden en^llop basins. The. 
viewing this paradise made us late at St. Gcrinains. 

The first building of this palace is of Cha. V, called the Sage ; hut

Tuesday we visited severall other Churches, as Maria, newly in-' 
crusted with marble on the outside, and adorned pOrphyrie, ophit, 
and Spartan stone. Neere the altar and under y* organ are sculptures, 
that are said to be of the famous artist Praaiteles. To that of St. Piul 
I went purposely to see the tomb of Titian. Tlien tu St> John the 
Evangelist, where amongst other heroes lies Andr. Baldarius, ihe In'" 
ventof of oaras applied to great© vessells for fightiiig. 

We also saw St. Roch, the roofe whereof is, with the achool 
of that rich confraternity, admirably painted by T^ntmret,

In the Pavilion of new Castle are many faire roomes, well paynteci, 
and leading into a very noble garden and parlce, where is a pall m?! ill, 
in y® midst of wdiich, on one of the sides, ia a Chapell, with 
cupola, ^tho' small, yet of an himdsome order of architecture. Out of 
y' f#afke you goe into y forrest, wiiicli being very large is sK>r\i with 
doftre, W'lld boarcs, wolves, and other wild game, Tlie Tennis Court 
and CavalerizTso for y** mcnag'd horsc^s, iu e also observable. 

We retundd to Paris by Madrid, another villa of the King’s, built 
by Francis I. and called by tliat name to absolve biui of his oath that 
he would not go From Madrid, in which he was prisoner in bpayno, 
but from whencf? he made his eseajx^. This house is also built in a 
[mrk, walled in. We next called in at the Bonnes hommes, well situ- 
ated, with u feire C/liapcl& Libraiy 

1 Marcli. 1 w'cnt to see tlie Count <le Lianoourt's Palace in y** Hue 
de Seine, which is w^ell built. Towards his study and l>edchaniber 
joynes a little garden, which tho’ very narrow, by the addition of a 
well painted perspective is to appearance greatly enlarged ; to this there 
is another part, supported by arches, in which runs a streaine of water, 
rtaitig in y** aviary, out of a statue, and seeming to fiow for some miles, 
by being artificially continued ivi the painting, when it sinkes downc 
at the wall. It is a very agrwalde deceipt. At the end of this garden 
is a little theater, made to change divers pretty seunes, and the 
stage w ordered that with figures of men & women paynted on light- 
bbairdaf and cut out, and, liy a [lerson who stauds underneath, made to 
act as if they were speaking, by guiding them, & reciting words in 
differeht 101^ as the parts require.

Albert ; a Magdiden of lieonardo da Vinci ; 4 of Paulo; a very rare 
Madona of Titian, given him also by our King ; the Mece ififomo, shut 
up in a frame of velvet, for the life and accurate finishing exceeding 
all description, Some curious medals, and a chaplet of admirable 
invention, the iiitiiglms being all on fruit-stones. The Count was so 
exceeding clvill that he would nmles make his Lady goe out of her 
drtssing-rcome, that he might shew us the curiosities and pictures in it 
We went thence to visite one Mons. Perishot, one of the greatest 
virtuosos in Fmncc, for his collection of pictures, achates, medalls, and

WHS this day invited to dinner, and in the altcTtioone (^beiog 30 Jilly^ 
received my Matricula, being resolved to spend soroe'moneths here at 
study, cspecialy physic and anatomic, of both which there was now the 
most farnOus professors in Europe. My Matricuh contained a clause, 
that I, my goods, servants, and messengers, should be free from all 
toll and reprises, and that we might come, pass, return, buy or sell, 
without any toll, See. 

The next morning I went to see y® Garden of Simples, rarely fur- 
nish’d plants, and gave ortler to y* gardener to make me a collection 
of them for an hortw hyemalis, by permission of y* Cavalier Dr. Vest- 
lingius, then Prefect and Botanic Professor as well as of Anatoroie. 

Next morning the Earle of Arundel*, now in this Citty, a famous 
collector of paintings and antiquities, inviteil me to go with him to sec 
\* Garden of Mantua, where as one enters stands a huge colosie of 
Hercules. From hence to a place where was a roome cover’d w% a 
noble cupola, built purposely for musiq ; the fillings up, or coVe ’twixt 
the walls were of urnes and earthen pots for y* better sounding j it was 
also well painted. After dinner wc walked to y® Palace of FosCari all’ 
Arena, there remaining yet some appearances of an ancieiit: theater, 
tho’ serving nowf^^ a Court onely before y* house, There wero^ W 
kept in it two eagles, a crane, a Mauritanian shcepci a sfog,jaiid eurdi^ 
fnules, as in a vivane. ; , 

Three days after, f return’d tb Venice, and |Ki»8*d over fo MbrahOj 
famous for y® best glasses of the wtwld, where having vieVod their 
furnaces and scene their vv^rkiilifoatle a oollwtidm divefo cur^

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King, we were vci*y civily receiv’d, and shewM Ills Library. Auiongst 
his paintings were, a rare Penm ^ Adonis of V^eroneze, a aSL Anthony 
after the first munncr of Corregio, and a rare Mudona of Palma. 

Sunday 6 March, [ went to Chaienton, 2 leagues from Paris, t.o 
heare & see the rnaimcr of the French Protestant Churchen service. 
The place of meeting tliey call y^‘ Temple, a very faire and spacious 
roome, built of freo-stune, very decently adoraM with paynlings of tlic 
Tables of y*' Law, the Ixirds Prayer & Creede. Tlie pulpit stands at 
the upper end in the middle, having an enclosure of seates about it, 
where the Elders, & persons of greatest quality ami strangerB, sit ; tlu 
rest oi Y congregation on formes & low stooles, but none in pewes as 
in our Clmrches, to their greate disgrace & nothing so orderly, as 
here the stocks tSc other comber arc icniov’d when assembly rises. 1 
was greuily j)leas*d with their hurinouious ringing the Psalms, wduch 
they all learn perfectly well, their children being as duely taught as 
their Calechisrne. 

In our passage vve went by that famous bridge over y® Marne, where 
echo mtunies the voice of a good slijger 9 or 10 times. 

7^^^' March, I went with some company towards Fontaiuehleau, a 
sumptuous palace ot the King’s, like ours of Hampton Ciuirt, uhuut 
14 leagues from the Citcy, Bv tlic way wc pa^s tlirough a Fore«i so 
prodigiously eiKompass’d with liideous rotki of wliitisli hard stone, 
heaped one on another in mountainous heights, that I think the like is 
not to be found elsewhere. It abounds w'*' c>taggs, w/dves, boares, 
& not long after a lynx or ounce was kill’d amongst them, which had 
devour'd some passengers. On the sum’it of one of these gloomy pre- 
cipices, intormiogrd w^^' trots luul shrubs, the stones hanging over, 

menaccing ruiiie, is built an Hermitage. In these solitudes rogues 
frequently lurke & do inischitfe (& Tor wdiotn we were all well ap- 
poynted our carabines), hut we arived safe in the evening at 
the village, where we lay at the Home, going early next morning to 
the Pala<:e« 

Tlda house is nothing so stately* and uniforme us Hampton Court, 
but Fi'ahas L begm to beautifie it; most of all, Hen. IV. and 
not a little UiO; late King.

In tlfn place arc est cjicmv 
oystera, smaH and well tasted like our Colchester, ami they were the 
fir»t, a« I remetnher, that I ever could cate, for I had natmailv an 
aversion to them. 

At our returne to Venice ue met several gor.dolas full of Vci'clian 
ladys, who t.ome thus far m htie w^cather to lake tlic uirc, witli musKj 
and other refieshnsents. Kcsidca that Miirano is itselfc a very noblv 
built Xowiie, and bus divois nohhunen s iialacars in it aiicl htirid.somc 
gardens. 

In, coming back we saw y* flands ol St. Chnstojiiicu’ mul >St, Michael, 
the last of which has a Church iniichkl and incrusted wiili marbles and 
other architectonic ornaments, which the Moukes very comieoufdv 
shew d us, It was built and tounded by Alurgaret TEiniliana of Vetoiiu, 
a famous courtezan, wdio purciiased a greatc estate, , 11111 by this tounda- 
tion hoped to commute for her sins. We then roucu by y' ilcs of 
St Nicholas, whose Church vvith the rijccnuincm? of the «lustiniun 
family entertain’d us awhile ; and then got home. 

The next morning Capt. Powell, in whose ship I evas to euibark

these, in 60 pieces of excellent worke in fresca is the History of Ulysses, 
from Homer, by Prlnuaticcio m the tyme of Heu. III. esteemed the 
most renoivnM in Earop for y* designe. Ttie Cabinet is full of excellent 
pictures, especialy a Woman of Raphael. In the Hall of the Guards is 
a piece of tapistry iiaiiiterj on y* wall, very naturally, reprinting the 
Victorys of Cha. VII. over pur countrymen. In the Salle des Pcatlns 
is a rare Chimny-plece, & Hen. IV. on horseback, of white marble, 
esteenicd worth 18,000 crowns; Ctementia & P«.r, nobly dori; On 
columns of jasper, 2 Hons of brasse. The neiv Stayres, and a halfe 
circular Court, are of mo^ieni and good architecture, as is a Chaj>ell 
built by Lewis XIII. all of jasper, with several incrustations of marble 
ill the inside. 

Having scene the room<gs we went to y’' Volary, w^'** has a cupola in 
the middle of it,, greute trees and bushes, it being full of birds who 
drank at two fountaiiies. There is a faire Tennis Court it noble Stables ; 
but the beauty of all are the Gardens. In y*" Court of y* FouiUaines 
stand divers antiquities and statues, cspecialy a Mercury. liri y® 
Queenes Ganlca is a Diana ejecting a fountaine, with numerous other 
brasse statues. 

Tim Greate Garden, ISOtoises long and 154 wide, has ia the centre 
a fouutayne of Tyber of a Colosseau figure of brasse, with the Wolfe 
over Romulus & Rhemus. At each corner of the garden rises a foun- 
taine. In the Garden of the Fish Pond is a Hercules of white marble. 
Next is the Garden of the Pines, and without that a Canale of an 
English mile in length, at y^ end of which rises 3 Jettos in the form of 
a ficur dc lys, of a gr<^at height; on the maigiti are eincelierit walkes 
planted trees.

Being treed from this impediment, and having taken 
leave of Dr. .lanicius, a Polonian, who was going physician in y®

to Padoa, v.here I studied hard till the arival of Mn Heushaw, Bram-

The Duke of Richelieu 
being now in the fort, we went to salute him; who receiv’d us very 
civily, and cxim’aoded that we should he show’ll wliatever wc desired 
to sec. The Citadel was built by the late (..urd. dc Iliohelieu, unklc ot‘ 
the present Duke, and is very strong. 'Hie haven is very capacious. 

We embarqued oui-selven and horses to passe to Honfleur, about 4 
or 5 leagues distant, where the Seine falls into the Sea, It is a poore 
fisher towne, remarkable for nothing so much as the odd yet nscfull 
habite$ which the good women weare, of heares and other skinns, as 
of raggs at Dieppe, and all along these coasts. 

2.5 March, We ariv’d at Caen, a noble and beautifoU towne, on 
the river Orne, which passes quite thro' it, the 2 sides of the towne 
joyfl’d only by a uridg of one urch. Wc lay at the Angel, where wc 
were very well us’d, the place, being abundantly fornish’d withprovi- 
nons. ajt .a eh^pc rate.

Accornpained with an eunuch whom she brought 
with her, she entertain’d us with rare niusiq, both of them singing to 
an harpsichord. It grcmijig late, a gentleman of Veniee came fur her 
to shew her y' gallys, now ready to sayle for Cundia. This entertain- 
tnent produced a .secoiul, given us by y"' Faiglish (Consul of y*-' mer- 
chants, inviting us to his house, where he liad the (ienoe/c, the most 
celebrated base in Italy, who was one of the late <»pera band. 'Hiis 
diversion held us so late at inglit, that conve-ying a geutlc'voinaii who 
had supped with us to her goiulola at the usual place of landing, we 
were shot at hy two carbines tVom out another gondola in wldeh was 
a noble Venetian and his courtezan unwilling to he disturlvd, which 
made us run in and fetch other weapons, not knowing what the matter 
was, . till we were informed of the danger we might incur by pursuing 
it ^rther. Three days after this I tooke iny leave of Venice, and went 
to Padoa to be present at the famous Anatomic Lccturo, whicli is 
hero celebrated with extraordinary app.aratus, lasting almost a whole 
lUOUeth' XJuring this time I .saw a woman, a child, and a man di.s-

The next day I was conducted to the Ghetta, where the Jewes 
dwell together as in a tribe or ward, where I was present at a marriage. 
The bride was clad in white, sitting in a lofty chaire, and cover’d with 
a white vailej then two old HabbieS Joytied them together, one of 
them holding a glass© of wine in his hand, which in the midst of the 
ceremony, pretending to deliver to y* woman, lie let fall, the breaking 
whereof was to signify the frailty of our nature, and that wc must ex- 
fjcct disasters and crosses amidst all enjoyments. This don, we Had 
a fine banquet, and were brought into y* hnde-ebaraber, where the 
bed W'as dress d up w‘^ flowers, and the counterpan strewed in workcai 
At this ceremony we saw divers very beautifull PoiltUjguea Jewesses, 
with whom we had some conversation.

1? b-.ihe^lred u jdt 
white marble, excpiisitely polish'd. 

Onely the Hall below is low, and the stuyrccasc s<>mi;wliat of :n\ 
heavy designe, hut the faciata towards tho parterre, vvliicli is abo arclu d 
& vaulted w*‘' stone, is of atlmirable beauty, and luTi of senipune. 

The Gardens arc neere an English mile in compassc, enclos’d a 
stately wall, and in a good ayre. The parterre Is intlced 01 box, hut 
rarely design'd and accurafely kept cut, that the embroidery ojakes 
wonderful effect to the lotiglngs which front it, Tis divided into 4 
squares, & as many circular knots, having in y‘‘ ‘.enter a noi>lt. basin

Having pack’d up rny purchases of books, pictures, castes, treacle, 
&c, (the making and extraordinary ccretnonle whereof I had ben cu- 
rious to observe, for ’tis extremely poiJij)ous and wortli seeing^ I. de- 
parted from Venice, accomj)aiiit'd with Mr. Waller (the celebrated 
Poet), now newly gotten r)ut oi Kngland, ulter y' Parliament had ex- 
treamely worried him for attempting to put in execution C’ommis- 
ston of Aray, and for which tiie rest of his Collogues were hanged by 
y*' llebells. 

The next day I tookc leave of my comrades at Padoa, and receiving 
sooie directions from Dr. Salvatico as to y‘ care of rny health, I pre- 
pared for my Journey towards Milan. 

It was .Easter Monday that I was invited to breakfast at the Earle 
of Arundel’s *. I tooke my leave of him in his bed, where I left tha.t 
greatc and excellent man in tearcs on some private discourse c.f crosses 
that bad befall’n his illustrious family, particulajjy the undutifull- 
nessc of his Grandson Philip's turning Dominican P'rier (since Car- 
dinal of Norfolk), and the miserle of Ills Countrie now emhroird In 
civil war. He caus’d his Gentleman to give me dliectious, all written 
with his owne hand, what curiosities 1 shuuid empjire affer in my 
journey } and so, enjoyning me to write sometimes to him, I departed.

Next the sireete side, and more contiguous to y*’ liouse, arc knotts 
ivi travle or grassc wwke, w here likewise runs a fouiitaiiie. Towards 
the grotto and stables, w ithin a wall, is a garden of choyce flowers, 
in w hich the Duke spends uiany thousand pistoles. In sum, nothing 
is wanting to icmler this palace and gardens perfectly l)eantifull & ni<igv 
rriticent ; nor is it one of the least diversions to see the number of 
persons of fjuality, citizens and strangers, who rrei}Uent it, and to whom 
all accessc is freely permitted, so that you shdl see some walkes & 
retirements full of gallantx and lailys ; in others radancholy fryers; in 
others studious scholars ; iti others jolly citizens, some sitting or lying 
on y* grassc, others runing, jumping, some playing at hmvles and 
balh others dancing and singing; and all this without the least dis^ 
turbance, by reusuii of the largeness of the place. 

What 1 $ most admirable is, you see no gardners or men at worke, 
and yet all is kept in such cxcpiisite order as if they did nothing elm 
but \yoik ; it is so early in the morning, that all is dispatch’d and don 
without y'' least confusion, 

I have been y* larger in the description of this Paradi8e» for the 
extraordinary delight 1 have taken in those sweete retfroinenta. The 
Cabinet and Cliapell ueerer y* garden front have some choyce pictun^.

In company then with Mr, Waller, one Capt. Wray (son of S' 
Christ', whose father had ben in armes again&fc his Ma'’’, and therefore 
by no meaues Wellcome to u«), with Mr. Abdy, a mbdest and learned 
man, we got that night to Viocenza, passing by y* Eugan<?an hills, 
celebrated for the prospects and furniture of rare simples, which we 
found growing about tliem. The wayes were something dee pe, the 
whole country flat and even as a howling greene. The cornou fields 
lie square, and are orderly planted w”' fruite trees which the vines run 
upon and embrace for many miles, with delicious streames creeping 
along the ranges. 

VIncenza iis a Citty in y^ Marquisate of Treviso, yet appertaining 
to y'' Venetians, full of gentlemen and splendid palaces, to which y* 
famous Palladio, borne here, has ext^eedingly coutiibuted, as having 
ben the architect. Most couspicuou.s is the Hall of Justice j it has u 
toure of excellent work ; the lower pillars are of the first order 
in the three upper corridors are Doric i under them are'shdiw ur i spa- 
cious piazza. The hall was built in imitation of that at P^oi, but of

(jiudily of the ground (consuming hodys in *^4 hotirs), tlic vast charnclls 
of bones, tovnbs, piiainids, and sepulchres, h/ok up much of iny 
togeiiier with the hieroglyphieal characters of Nicolas riiuncn .-* philo* 
sojviiical workc, who luid founded this churcli, ami tlivers other cha- 
ritabie workes, as he testifus in his booke. 

Here divers darks get their livdyliood by indltiiig \ciC^ for [*oof 
inuyds Sc other ignorant peO])lc who come to them ior advi o, & to 
wrlta for them into y- Counrrv, every large grave- stone sei ving for a 
table. %foyn!ng to tliis Ciiurdi is a eoni’on fountainc^ svrd; giaid 
relievo’s on it. 

The next day 1 wiks carried to see a French gerrdeuian s rurionf> col- 
lection, which aboundctl in fiiirc & rich jewels of all sorts ol pi ccha.u: 
stones, most of them of greatc sizes and value *, achates ami onixes, 
some, of them adioirai)ly colourbl & antirjue : nor Inferior were hi^^ 
laiidskips from the best !»aui!s, most of \\ hich he bad caus^'d to he 
copy M in ml?vialiire; one of which, rarely painti-d «»ia stone, was hrejken 
by one of our company, by cite mischance t f setting it u(.s but such 
was the temper & dvdicy of the gentleman, that it .dterod nothing uf 
his free & noble humor. 

The next m<»ruing I wetU to the Garden of Mons^ Muiine, wlu> 
from being an ordinary gardner is become one of y‘ most skillful & 
curious persons in France for bis rare collection of shtlls, flowers, & 
insects, 

HU Garden U of an exact oval iigure, planted cypresse cult flul 
& ns even as 1.1 wall : the tulips, auenioities, ranunculus’s, crocus’s, 
lire held to be of tl)e nnest, and draw all the admirers of such 
thhigir to hW house during the season. .He lived in a kind of licnnitage 
at one side of his garden, w here his collection of porsdan and coral, 
oi^is large Crucitix, is mucli esteemed. He Das 

al«o b!;^k€& of prliUs, by [Dnrer], Van Leyden, C nlot, &c. 
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^ The sceane declines 11 (oote^ the suffito painted with cloude-s, 
a spacious Hall for sollemn days to hnlJol ii\, aiv.l 
a second for the Academics. In y' Piazza is also tho Podesta. or (.0 
vei’noi'*s house, the faciata being ol y' Corinthian order, very noble, 
Th'6 Piazza itselfe is so large as to be capable of justs and tournaments, 
the Nobility of this Ciity being exceedingly addicted to this knight 
errantry and other martial diversions, Tn this place are two pillars in 
imitation of those at St. Marc’s at Venice, bearing one of tlicnrj a 
winged lion, the other the statue of St. Jo. Baptist. 

In a word, this swectc I’owne has more neil-built Palaces than anv ()t 
its dimensions in all Italy, luisidcs ;i number Itegun and not yet fini shctl 
(but of stately designe) by reason of the domestic disst ntioics ’twixt 
them and those of Brescia, fomcfitcal by y' sage Venetians least by 
combining they might think of recovering their ancient liberty. For 
this reason also are permitted those dissorders and insolences committed 
at Padoa among the youth of tliesc two territories. It is no (iishono\ 
in this country to be some generations in finishing their palaces, that 
•^Vlthout exhausting thernselvt's h^ a vast cxpence at once, they may at 
last erect a sumptuous pile, Cktunt Oleinc'^s Palace is iieerc p(*rfected 
111 this manner. Count tJlntarini* Is ntore famous ior his gardens, 
being without y® ^valls, cspccialy his C'etlrario or Conserve of Orangi's 
elcaven score of my paces long, .set in order and ranges, luaking a 
canopy all the way by their iofermixing brandies for more than 200 of 
imy single paces, and which being lull of finite and blossmvi.s u;is a 
^hcious siglit. In tlie muldle of tins garden svu.s a cupola made 
of supported by slender pillars of brick, so doseJv cover’d v\ itli 

ivy, wth without and withiti, that nothing was to be perceived but.

He slievv’d me the remarks he had made on their propagatiooi 
w‘'‘ he promis'd to publish.

I went to see divers of the fairest Palaces, as that of Vendosme, very 
largt^ and stately : Longucville ; Guyse; Condi; Cbevereusu ; Nevcrs, 
ostooin'd one of the best in Paris towards the river. 

I often went to the Palais Caidinwl, bequeathed by Richelieu to the 
King, on condition that It slnnild be called by his name ; at this time 
the King resided in it because of the building of the Louvre. It is a 
very noble house, tlm’ somewhat Jowj the gallerys, paintings of the 
most illiisfrious [icrsons of Isoth sexes, the Queenes bathes, presence 
chamber with its rich carved and gilded roofe, theatre, & large garden, 
in which i« an ample fountaiue, grove and maille, are worthy of remark, 
ficre I also frequently went to see them ride and exercise the Greatc 
Horse, especialy at the Academy of Mous^ du Plcssis, and de Veau, 
whoso schules of y' art are Irequeutcd by tlie Nobility ; and hero also 
young gentlemen are taught to fence, duunce, play en mnsiq, aivd 
soinothing in &wtification & y"' mutbematics. The desigue Is ndmirable, 
some keeping iicvre an hundred brave horses, all managetl to y^ gi'cate 
.saddle.

Being DOW set out for Verona, about midway we din’d at Ostaria 
Nova, and came late to our resting-place, which was the Cavaletto, 
just oyer the monument of the Sc-aligeri*,' formerly Princes of Verona, 
adorn’d with many devices in stone of ladders, alluding to y- name. 

Karl^, next morning we went about y' Citty, which is built on y" 
gentle declivity and bottome of an hill, inviroii’d in part with some 
considerable mountaines and dow'iies of fine grass like some places in 
y South of England, and on the other side having the lich plaine 
where Caius Marius overthrew y® Cimbrians. The Citty is divided in 
y® midst by y' river Athesis, over which are divers stately bridges, and 
on its bank.s are many goodly palaces, whereof one is well painted in 
chiaro oscuro on the outside, as are divers in this drie climate of Italy. 

Ihe first thing y' engaged our attention and wonder too, was the 
amphitheater, which is the most entire of ancient rernaines now e:f- 
tant. The iuhahitants call it the ylrenn; it has two portico’s, one 
within y other, and Is .34 rods long, 22 in hredth, with 42 ranks of 
stone benches or seates which reach to y« top. The vastnesse of y* 
marble stones is stupendious. “B. V. Flarainia Consul, ano. urb. con. 
X.III. Phis I esteerae to be one of the noblest antiquities in Burop, 
it is so vast and intlre, having escaped the mines of so many other 
public building^s for nbovu 1400 ycarc*^. 

There are other arches, as that of y® victorie of Marius ; tc^^^ 
aquajducts, &c. shewing still considerable remaines in Severall places 
of the towne, and how magnificent it Has formerly ben. It 
strong castles, nnfl a laigc and t^Ie I^ the whole Cil^

The 
town is muclt fiequented by strangers for the greote parity of the lan- 
giage beie spoken, as well as for divera other priviledgea ; and tlw 
University makes the towne much frequented by strangers, especialy 
Gcropans, which causes (he Englislt to make no long sojourne hear, 
except such as can drinke and debauch. The Citty stand* in the County 
of Beaulae, was once stile*? a Kingdom, afterwards a Datehy, as «t phs 
sent, bdlonging to the second son»of France. Many Councils have been 
hold here, and 'some Kings crown’d. The University Is very antlent, 
divided now by the students into that of four natimis, French, High 
Dutch, Normans, and l\'ardins, who have each their res|Hx:uve pro- 
tectors, aevcrall officers, Treasurers, Consuls, Scales, &c» Tltere are in 
it two reasonable foirepubliq Libraries, whence one may borrow a bodke 
to one’s cliamiwr, giving but a note tind^ hat(d» is an extraordinary 
custome, and a confidence tliat has cost mafiy labrarica deare. The 
first church i went fo vimt was St, Croix ; it has been a stately fobric, 
but liar been much ruin’d by the late Civil Warrs. They report the 
towre of it to have been the highest in France. Tiiere is tlie begutning 
of a faire rejjeration. About this cathedrall is a very spkcTmhi^mUihriei 
Tlie townerhods is nd^y built, ivith a hig^ tower to it.

Here 
I parclias’d of did Lazarino Cominazzo iiiy fine carabino, which cost 
me D pistoles, this Citty being famous for these fire-ajrmes, and that 
workman, ivitli Jo. Bap. Franco, the best esteem’d. This Citty con- 
sists most in artists, every shop abounding in gunns, swords, armorers, 
Sic, Most of the workmen come out of Germanic. The Citty stands 
in a fertile plainc, yet y" Castle is built on an hill. The streetes 
abound in faim fountaines. The Torre della Pallada is of a noble 
Tuscan Order, and the Senate-house is inferior to few. The Piazza is 
but indifferent; some of the houses arerhed as at Pa'doa. The Gvthe- 
drail was under repaite. We Would from hence have visited Parma, 
Piacenza, Mantua, &c. but the banditti and other dangerous jjarties 
being abroad, committing many enormities, we were content with a 
Pisgab sight of them. 

We din’d next day at Crsa Vecchia, and after dinner pass’d by an 
exceeding strong fort of y® Venetians ciil’d Ursa Nova, on their fron- 
tier. Then l>y the river Oglio and so by Sonano, where we enter the 
Spa nisli dominions, and that night ariv’d at Crema, which belongs to 
Venice, and is well defended. The I^esta’s Palace is finely Imih, 
and so is y® Domo or Cathedral and tKp Tower to it, with an ample 
Piazza. V /•',

It b sahl that 1800 workmen 
were constantly employ'd in this fabrifj for tvvelvc yeares ; if so, It is 
wouderfuU tlrat it was not finish’d; it being no greater i ban clivers gtm- 
tlemaii’s liouses in England, lH>t:h for rotne or circuit The carvings 
very rich and full. The stayre^case la devised w'** four entries or ascenis, 
which cross one another, so that tho* four persons meetc, they never 
»:ome in sight, but by antidl loopeholes, till they land. It conwsb of 
274stcpp8 (as I remember), and is an extraordinary workc, but of far 
greater expense than use or beauty. The chimnys of the bouse appenri 
like so many towres. About the whole is a large deepe monte. Tht* 
counfry about it full of come and win(% with many faire noblemen?^ 
houses. 

Wc tifiv’d at Blois in the evening. The town hilly, uneven, and

We arived about 3 in the afternoone, when the officers 
search’d us thoroughly tor prohibited goods, but finding wc were ouely 
geptlemen travellers, dismiss’d us for a sinai! reward, and ^ve went 
quietly to our inn, the Three Kings, where for that day we refreshed 
outlives, as we liad ncede. Tiu* next morning v\e delivered our tet- 
ters of recormaendation to learned and courteous Fen ariu«, a Doctor 
of the Anduosuui College, wlio conducted m to all the leniarkable 
places of the towne, llie first of which was the lanious ( 'athedtul. Wt 
enter’d by a portico so little Inferior to f of Rome, that when it is 
finish d it will be hard to say whii-h is y‘ fairest ; the material.:; are all 
of white and black marble, with columns of great lieight of Egyptian 
gjranite. TOic outside of the Church is so lull of sculptnio, that yon 
may number 4000 statues all of white marble, amungst w** that' of 
St. Bartholomew is esteemed a masterpiece. The Cimreb is very spa- 
cious, almost as long as St. Peter’s at Rome, hut not so largt . Ahexo 
the Quire the sacred storie is finely sculptured in snow wl.itc majblc, 
nor know I where it is excecHlcd. About y' body of the Church are 
the miracles of St. Char. Boromeo, and in the vault bt'neatii i.s iiig. iMHiy 
before the high altar, grated, and inclos’d in one of y' largest cbrvstals 
iqJSurei^.

Sunday, being May day, We walked up inb y'* Pall Mall, vfi^ lortg, 
and so nobiy shadwl w'** tall trees (being in tlie midst of a grOciia Irood), 
that, unless that of Tours, I had not scene a statelier; 

From hence we proceeded with u friend of bine through the adjoyn- 
ing forest, to see If we could mecte any wolves, which' are hw in such 
numbers tlait they often come and take children put of the verf atreetes ; 
yet will not the Duke, who is sov’raigne here, permite them to be de- 
stroy’d. We walked five or six miles outright, but met with »iohe ; yet 
a gfutleiiian, who was resting himsclfe under a tree, w''‘ his horse gracing 
by him, tohi us that, halfc an boare before, tWo wolves had set u}ion his 
horse, and had in probability devour’d him, but for a dog w''* lay by 
him. At « little \inage at she end of thi,« wood we. cat excellent 
creame, and visited a castle buildod on a very steepe cliff. 

Bloys is a tuwue where the language is exactly spoken ; the inhabi- 
tants very courteous 1 the ayre so gootj, that it is the ordinary nursery of 
the King’s childieii. . The people are so ingenious, that, for goldsmith’s 
wurke and watches, no place in France affords the like. The pastures

2 May. We took hoate, passing by Charmont, a proud castle on

40,000 inlmlntants; it is of a circular figure, fortified with bastions,

had here awcjjt up the rubbish of the Earth in the Alpes to form© and 
cleare the Plaines of Lombardy^ which we had hitherto pass’d since 
our coming from Venice. In this wTetehed place I lay on a hod atuflM 
with leaves, which made such a crackling, and did so prick, my skin 
thro' the tick, that 1 could not sleepe. The next morning I was fur- 
nish’d with an asse> for we could not get horsoa ; instead of stirrups we 
had ropes tied wkh a loupe to put our feeto^ in, which siipplied; the 
place of other tiuppings. Thus with rny gallant steed, bridled with my 
Turkish piescnt, we pass’d thro’ a reasonably pleasant but very narrow 
valley till we came to Duomo, where we rested, and having shew ’d 
the Spanish Passe, Governor would presse another on us that Ins 
Secretary might get a crounc. Here we exchang’d our asses for mules, 
sure footed on the hills and precipices, being accustom’d to passe them ; 
hiring a guide, we were brought that night thro’ very steepe, craggy 
and dangerous passages to a village called Vedra, being the last oi 
the King of Spain’s dominions in y*' H.utaliy of Milan. We had a veiy 

infamovvs wretched lotlging. 

The next morning wo mounted again thiw’ strange^ horrid, ond.jRwTfttH 
craggs and tra«.'ts, abounding in pine trees# and onoly inhaUted ■ by

The narrpw bridges in some 
pluoes msKle onely by felling huge tir trees and laying them athwart 
from moutttaine to moontaine over cataracts of stupendious depth, are 
very dangerous, and so are the passages and edges ina<lc hv cutting 
away, the iiiaine rock ; others in steps : and in some places we passe ho'- 
tweeue mountains that have Iten broken and fallen on one another, w hich 
is very terrible, and one had ncede of a sure foote and steady head to 
climb (some of these precipices, besides that they are harbours for hearcs 
and wolves who have sometimes assaulted travellers, f n these straights 
we fmiuently alighted, now freezing in the snow, and anon frying by 
tl»e reverberation of the sun againss the cliffs as wo descend lower, when 
we meeto iiow and then a few miserable cottages so built upon the de- 
clining of the rocks as one w-ould expect their sliding down. Amonj'-st 
these inhabite a goodly sort of people having monstrous gullets or 
wenna of fleshe growing to their throats, some of whicii I have scene 
aa big as an hundred pound bag of .silver banging under their chirms, 
among the women especialy, and that so ponderous as that to ease 
them many wear linen cloth hound about tbor bead and eomnig lioder 
the chin to support it ; but quis iumuhtm gtiltur miratur in J/jn'/ms ? 
ITieir drinking so much snow-water is thought to he the cau.se of it; 
the men using mure wine are not so strumous a.s the wonnm. The truth 
isyi they are a peculiar race of people, ami many greate water drinkers 
hem. have not these prodigious tumours; it nin.s as w'e .say in the bloud, 
ahd'is a vicein the race,^^ them so ugly, shrivel’d and dc-

Ariv’d at our cold harbour (tho' the house had a stove in 

roomc) and supping on cheese and milk with wretched winej we went 

to bed in cupbords * so high from the. floore that we climVd ^thera hy a 

ladder; we were covered with feathers, that is we lay betvvecni two ticks 

stuff’d with them, and all little enough to keepe one .warme. The 

cieliiigs t)f the rooms are sti'angely low for those tall people. The house 

was now, in September, halfe cover’d with snow, nor is there a treo or 

bush growing within many miles. 

From this irncomfortahle place we prepared to hasten away the next 
morning, but as we were getting on our mules, comes a huge young 
fellow demanding mony for a goat w*"'* he affirm’d that Capt. Wray’s 
dog had kill’d ; expostulating y*= matter and impatient of staying in the 
cold, we set spurrs and endeavour’d to ride away, when a multitude of 
people l>eing by this time gotten together about us (^for it Wing Sonday 
morning and attending for tl»e priest to say masse} they stopp’d, our 
mules, beate us off our saddles, and disarming us of our carbines, drew 
u$ into one of the roomes of our lodging, and set u guard upon us. 'J^ius 
we continu’d prisoners till masse was ended, and then came halfe a score 
grim Swisse, ^vho taking on them to be magistrates sate dQwne on the 
table, and condemn'd us to pay a pistole for the goate and ten more |br 
attempting to ride away, threat’ning that if we did not pay it speedily, 
they would send us to prison and keep us to, a day of puhlkj Justice, 
where, as they perhaps would have exaggerated the mme, for theyt p 
tended we had primM cur carbines and would have shtff some of them 
(as indeede the Captaine was about to de^jve might huve had our heads

The Citadeli is strong, and g^ar- 
fi90n\K Hcrtv we paFfr*d the nlghti The ^ext morning hy Pont St 
Esprit^ which consists of 22 amhl&s; in the piers of the arches are 
wimbwes as it wem, to receive the water when it is high and full 
At this place we went on shorts it being very dangerous to passe tlu? 
bricig in a bcxxt 

llehcc leaving our harg we tooke horse, seing at a distance the Towne 
and Principality of Oi'ange, and lodging one night on the way we 
ariv*d at noono at Avignon. This iowne has belonged to the Popes 
ever since the time of Clement VL hieing in 1352 alienated by Jane 
Queehc of Naples and Sicily. Entering the gates the soldiers at the 
guard rookc our pistols and caiblries, and examliiM us very ^strictly ; 
after that, having obtainM the Governor’s leave ami the Vice-Legat’s 
to tarry tliree days, we were civilly conducted to our lodging. The 
City is on the Rbodauus, and divided from the newer jiart «>r towne, 
which is on the other side of the river, by a very faire stout bridge 
(which has been broken) ; at one end is a very Ingh iv‘:k, on which is 
a strong castle well fiirnlshM with artillery. The walls of the Citiy arc 
of largo stpiam free-stone, the most neate and best in repaire I ever saw. 
It is full of wclbbuilt ftdaces; those of the Vicc-l>t^gate and Archbitdiop 
being the most magnificent. There arc many sumptuous Churclus, 
eppccialy St. Magdalene and St. jVIortiul, wherein [*the toinhe oH the 
Cj^rd*. d'Amboisc is the most observable. Clement V'^I. lie.s buri-.d ir« 
that of the Celeslinesj the altar whereof is exceeding rich. Thejc is 
the tomb of liRura the celebrated mistress of Petrarch. Wc !>aw the 
At^lial> the Pojie'R Palace, and the Synagogue of the J?*wes who Jiere 
are diitihguisbed red hats, Vaucluse, so much renowned for the 
soli ttfdo of Petrarch^ we beheld from the Castle, hut could not go 
to Visit it for want of time. VVe now took tnules and a guide for

. baVioilt ^tremely rapid and dangerous river of Durance. In 

tidR th^ bathes or commons are cover’d with rosemary, lavender, 

feniiscsi shrubes, for many miles tc^^stber, which to 

jisV is the cbiefeCitty of Provence, being a 
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an«i therefore we patiently iayd tUvuv ttu mony 
with fierce countenances had our mules and arnies dolivcuM tu uh, 
attd glftd we were to escape as we did. This was cold entertainment! 
but pur journey after was colder, the rest of the way having betj as they 
told US cover’d with snow since the Creation ; no man vememlier’d it to 
bp without; and because hy thefrcfjueat snowing the tracts are continualy 
fill’d up, we passe by severall tall mast.s set up to guide travellers, so as 
for many miles they stand in ken of one anotlier like tf) our beacons. In 
some places where tliere is a cleft between 2 mountaines the snow fills 
it up,, whilst the bottome being tliaw’d leaves as it: were a frozen tirch of 
snow, and that so hard as to heare the greatest weigiit ; for us it snows 
often, so it perpetualy freezes, of w hich I was so sensible tiiat it Haw’d 
y* very skin of my face. 

Beginning now to descend a little, Capt. Wray’s horse (that w'as 
our Sumpter and carried all our baggage) plunging thn^’ „ h-aok of loose 
snow slid doune a fiightfoll precipice, which' so iriccnc’d the clioieriq 
cavAlicr his master that he was .sending n brace of bullets into the pooie 
beast, least our guide should recover him ami run aw.\> witli his har- 
den ; but just as he was lifting up his carbine wo gave such a slunit, 
and so pelted y‘ horse with snow-balls, as with all lus might plunging 
through* the snow Jic fell from another steepo place into another "hot 
tome neere a path we were to passe. It wa.s yet a good whi’e cre we 
got to him, but at last we recover’d the place, and easing him of his 
pharge hRl’d him out of the snow, where he had boo cerkiidv frozen 
in if we had not prevented it before night, h w.-w a.v ue iudg’d 
ulflicist two mileu that lie ha<l slid and fall n, yet witliout any other 
; hflfme than the henuming of his limhs lor y' present, but with 
lusty rubbing and chafing he began to move, and after a little walking 
pui^rm’d his journey well enough. ^ All this wav, aifrited with tlm 
4*88Sfor of this horse, we trudg’d on foote driving our mules before

7 Octv V?e had a ojost deHcious journey to M 
country sweetely declining to the SiotUh and Medjterraiicaii coasts, 
full of yine^yards and oUye^fyardsji orange trees, rnyrtils, ppmegj^nads, 
and the like sweete planiatioiia, to which belong. pleasaidiy-siUiated 
villas to the number of above 1500 built, alk^ of frcKJstone, a in. 
prospect shewing as if tlicy vvare so many hettpes of spoiy dropp’d put 
of tbe elpiuls amongst those pemimiHl green s\ It was almost at the 
fihiuting of the gates that vve arived, Rlur^eilks is on the sea coast, 
on a pleasant rhfing ground, well walled, witiv an excellent port for 
ships arid gullys, /secur’d by a huge chayijie of yron drawn a<Tpss ,tJif , 
harbour at pimurc, and there is a wdl-fi>r(ified tower with 3 pther 
forts, especiajy that built on a rock ; but: the casUc commanding the 
Citty is that of Ni)strc dann'! de la Guard. In the Chapel hung up 
divers crocodiles skinns. ; / • . 

We wenf to visite the Gallys, heliig ab»^ut 25 1 .the Gaptaine of the 
Gaily Royal gave us most courteous entertaincment iii his cahitia, the 
shms in che interim playing b<>th loud, and soft

strange, to see so rnany faundi^ds of mite^ rtaked persons, having

could lieare it for 7 long rinUes. It is from these sources that the: Rhone 
and the Ilhyne which passe, thro' all France and Germanic, derive their 
originals. jLate ati night we' got to a towne called Briga at the toot© 
of y'* Alpes, in the Valtolinei Almost every doore had nail’d on the 
outside and next y' atreete a heare’s, wolfe’s, or foxe’s head, and 
divers of them all three ; a savage kind of sight, but as the Alps are 
full of these beasts the people often kill them. The next morning we 
return’d our guide, and tooke fresh jmules and another to conduct us 
to tht» Lake of Geneva, passing thro* as pleasant a country as that we 
had just truverd was melancholy and troublesome, A strange and 
suddaine change it seem’d, for the revorlxTation of the sun-heames from 
the mountaines and rocks that like vralls range it on both aides, not 
above two flight shots in br^th for a very great numl^r of miles, ren» 
ders y* passage excessively hot. Thro’ such extrcanies we continu’d 
our journey, that goodly river the Rhone gliding by us in a narrow and 
quiet channcll almost in y” middle of this Canton, fertilising the conn*'- 
try for grasse and come, w hich grow here in aboundance. 

We arriv’d this night at Sion, a pretty towne aqd citty, a 'bishop’s 
seate, and the head of Valesia. There is a Castle, and the Bishop who 
resides in it has both civil I and ecclesiastical jarisdiction. Ourhost, 
as the costome of these Cantons is, wjis one of the chlefest of .the 
towne, and had ben a ColoneU in Fraitce ; he us’d us with extream© 
civility, and was so displeas’d at the usage: we receiv'd at Mount 
Sampion, tliat he would oeedes gives us a letter to the Governor of “RiO

where we lodgi'd, I was OnurAM to con templiitu how these inisernblr 
catyfc lie in their gaily crowded together, yet there was liardly one hut 
hiid some occitpafioti by which, as leisni’h and cahnes permitted, thev 
gat some little rnonye, insomiu'h as some of them have, after many 
yuares of cruel servitude, l>een able to purchase tlieir liberty. Thvir 
rising for'.vard and falling buck at their oam h a miserable spet tacit-, 
and the noyse of their chaines with the roaring of the beaten waters 
has something of stnuige and fcarfnllto oik* unacoustomM to It TL<>v 
are rulM utjd chastiz’d by strokes on their hacks aiul soles of theire 
leete on the least disoixW, and without the least humanity; yet arc 
thov cbereful arul full of knavery. 

In the cluircli of St. Vlotoire is that Sidnt\s head In a shrine of 
silver wlilcK weighs tiOO H>, Nfostre Dame 5s wtdl huilfc; it is tl\e 
Cathcdrall. The Duke of Guyse has u Palace : there is the Pulaiv of 
Justice, the Miiisoft du Uoy, but nothing is more strange than the 
great iiuiTibc!wf vslav(\s \vorkitig In the sircets, and (amirig’ Imrthens, 
with their confus’d noises and gangling id their Imge chayne.'i. Tlu^ 
Clieife trade of the tovviic is in silks and drougs Oiu of Africa, .Syria, 
and Egypt, and Uarbary horst;s which are brougb.t hither in great 
numbers. The towne is governM by 4 Captaine??, has rlnee Consuls 
and one Assessor, three Judges Uoyal ; the Mercha»its [lavc a Judge 
for ordinary causes. Here we bought umbrellas against the lieafs. and 
cohsulted of our journey to ( •anes by land, for feart^ of the Pickaron 
TurkeSj who make prize of many .small vessels about these parts, we 
not finding ii bouf,d for Genoa, whither nc u ere designM.

Wilke so steadily on those horrible ridges as they do. The ColoneU 
wtttlld' have given me one of these heames, hut thewatit ofa convenienco 
to carry it along with me caus’d me to refuse his courtesle. He told 
hiethot in the (i)astle there were some Komun and (Jliristian antinnities, 
and he had some inscriptions in his owuc gardei'.. He invited us to 
hb t:ountry-ljouse, where he said lie had better pictures and '!lher 
rftwties 5 bvtt our time being sl»ort;, I couid not perstiade iny coinpvanions 
to stay and visile the places lie would have had u.s st;ene. nor the oiler 
ho made to shew us the hunting of the heare, wolfe, and other wild 
beasts. The next morning, havitig prcsente<l Ids daugjitt'r, a pretty 
woU-fashioned youirg woman, uith a small ruble ring, we j)nited some- 
what late from our generous host. Passing thro’ the same plca.sant 
vally betweeno the horrid mountaines on either hand, like a gallery 
maiiy miles in length, we got to jMartigni, wheic aho we wtue uadi 
entertain’d. The houses in thi.s c«>u«try are all linilt of fin- itoards 
planed within, low, and seldom above one story. ’rii(' people very 
clownish and rustickly chwl after a very (»dd fashion, for y' uiost part

Wcvpisied the value of 20 shill. ICnglish for a day's hire of one horse. 
Blfea*y man gos with a sword by his .side, the whole country well di.s- 
cipliiTdj and indeed imprognable, which 'oatle the Itomans have such 
ill suedosse against them ; one lusty Swds.so at their narrotv passages is 
stiificieht ' to r&|)6!l a legion. 'Tis a frequent thing here for a y««>jg 
trttdo^ndbn 0^ to leave his wife- and chlldtvn for 12 or 15 yeare-s, 

and seeke hiftTofltttne in the warrs in Spaincj Pt^iuce, Italy, or Gertnaui*-, 
attdHhen i’etunte againe to worke. I look upon this country to he t ho 
s*tfe#:>8^t of adl Ewropj' ncit^ nor envying: nor are any of

fomied, yet they mutualy agree, and are confederate with (ieneve, and 
are its onely security against Its potent neighbours, as they themselves 
are from being attack’d by the greater Potentates, by the mutual jea- 
lousio of their neighbours, as either of them wmjld be overbalanc’d 
should the St\'isse, who are wholy mercenarie and auxiliaries, be sub'* 
jected to France or tSpaine. 

Wc were now ariv’d at St. Maurice, a large handsome towne and 
residence of the President, where justice is don ; to him we presented 
our letter from Sion, and made known the ill usage we had receiv’d for 
killing a wretched goate, which so incens’d him as he sware if w'e would 
stay he would not oriely help us to our inony againe,- hut most severely 
punish the whole rabble; hut our desire of revenge had by this time 
subsided, and glad w'e were to be gotten so iieere France, which we 
reckon’d as good as home. He courteously invited us to dine with him, 
but rve e-Xcus’cl ourselves, and returning to our inn, whilst we were 
eating something before we tooke horse, the Governor had caus’d two 

pages to bring us a present of two great vesselb of cover’d plate full of 

excellent wine, in which we drank his heath, and rewarded y* youthes ; 
they were two vast howles supported by two Swisses, handsomely 
wrought after the German manner. This civilitle and that of our host 
at Sion perfectly reconcil’d us to the highlanders ; and so proceeding on 
our journy vve pass d this afternoone thro’ the gate which divides the 
Valois from tlie Hutchy of Savoy, into w'hi.ch W'c were now entering, 
and so thro’ Mon tei we arriv’d that evening at Beyeretta. Being ex- 
treamly weary and complaining of ray head, and finding little aceom- 
modatlon in the house, I caus’d one of our hostesses daughters to be 
removed out of her fjccl and Went immediately into it whilst it w^S ' yet 
warme, being so heavy with pain and drowsinesse that T would not stay 
to have the sheetes chang’d; but I shortly aft;^ payd dearly for iny 
impatience, falling sick of the small pox as soon as X cattie to Genovaj, 
for by the smell of frankincense and y* tale goodA^^^ 
her daughter having had an I afterwards concluded she bad -hen 
newly recover’d of the small pox. Not^^hsfondiiig this ivent w 
my company the next day, hiring a barh^ to carry »» Over, t 
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the King of Spain, for which reason a Monsieur in oui ve?..sell 
extrcameJy afraidc, as \yas the pati-on of our harke, for tliey frr cjueutlv 
catch French prizes as they creepe by these shores to go into Italv ; 
he therefore ply’tl both suyles and oars to get under the proteei itjii o\ a 
Genoese gaily that pass’d not far before us, and in whose coInJnu•.^ wv 
sayVd as far as the Capo of Savona, a towne built at the rise of the 
Aj^enines; for all this coast (except a little at St. Remo) is an high 
and steejje mountaiiious ground, consisting all of rock marble, withouv 
any grasse, tree, or rivage, fonnidahie to looke on. A strange 
it is to consider how some porire cottages stand fast on the declivitio > oi 
these precipices, and by what steps the Inhahitanrs aacciui to them. 
The rocks consist of all sorts r)f the most precious marhlts. 

Here, on the 15th, forsaking our gaily, \v< encoinUtr’d a litrlc fouic 
weather, wdilch made us creepe Tcrra^ Term, as they call it, 'ukI so a 
vessell that cncouiitcrM us advised ns to do; htil our Matron, striding to 
double the point of Savona, making out into the wind jiut us into 
great hazarxl, for blowing very hard from land betwixt (hose hf>nl<l 
gapps of the mounUniies, it set so violently as rais'd on the sudden so 
groat a sea that we could not recover the \v€aTlicr-shi>it^ for mans 
houres, insomuch that, what with the water already c?)tcrki, and ihe 
concision of feavAil passengers (of which one who w as uji Irirdi Bisiiop, 
and his brother, a priest, wore confessing some as at the articli of 
death), wc were almost alnindoird to despalre, oui pilot hinist.lle giving 
us up for lost. And now, as we ^verc weary with purnjJing and hiving 
out the water, almost sinking, it pleas’d God on the siuldaine t<! 
appease the wind, andwith much udo aiul greatc pcrill wc rccovcrM the 
shore, which vve now kept in vie»v, w'itiiin halfe n league, isi siglit of 
those pleasant villus, and w ithiu scent of (hose iVagrmU orohunis w'* 
are on this coast, full of princely n tirejnent^ for the sumptuousnesH" of 
their buildings and iiohienesse of tiie plantations, i*5peciLilv those at St. 
Pietro d^Areniit, from whence, the wind blowing as it did, rnighr 
p(^rfoplly W smelt the in the perfumes of orange, citron,

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and indeede sick as I was, the weather was so serene aiui hrio-lu . ihe 
water eo calme, and aire so temperate, that never had travellers a swo^ t; ' 
passage. Thus we sail'd the whole length of the Lake, ul)out 3(' 
miles, the countries bordering or» It (Savoy and Berre) alfoRling one 
of the most delightfull prospects in the world, the Alps cove^^!^^it 
snow, tho" at a greate distance yet shewi«ig their aspiring tops. Tin* 
this Lake the river Rhodanus passes with that velocity as not to mioiiL 
^vith its exceeding deep waters, whioli arc very clearc, and breed tie 
most celebrated troute tor largcnesse and goodness of anj in Europe. 
I have ordinarily scene one of three foote in length 8<sl<i in tlie market 
for a small -price, and such we had in y" lodging w here we abode, whic:h 
was at thoWhite Crosse. All this v\hiie 1 held up tolerahlv, and tlie 
next morning having a letter for Slgn^ John Diodati, liic famous Italian 
IVlinistci anct tnm.slatoi ot the Holy Ihhle into that language. T went 
to his house, and had a greate deal of discourse w’" that learned person. 
He told me he had heen in England, driven by tempt\st into L)eale, 
whilst sailing for Holland, that he had scene London, and was ex- 
ceedingly taken with the civilities he receiv’d. He 30 noK'li approv W (>( 
our Church Government by Bishops, that he told me the Frem li Pro- 
testants would make no scruple tu submitt to it and all ii.s poiOj), hud 
they a King of the Reform’d Religion as we had. He exce. dingly 
deplor’d the difference now betweenc his Ma'* and tju: Fariiameni. 
After dinner came one Moris' Saladine w ith his little pupil tiie Earle of 
Carnarvon, to visit us, ofltrring to earry us to the principal places oi 
the towne, but being now no more able to hold up iny head, I wa.s 
constrain d to keepc my ehamher, laiagmlng that my very eyes would 
have dropp d out ; and this mght 1 telt such a stinging all alHiut me 
that I could not slcepe. In tlie morning I x^ aa very ill, liut sending for 
a doctor he persuaded me to be let hluud. He xvas a very learned old 
m&rt, and as he said had hen physician to Gustavus the greate King of 
Sweden, when he pass’d this xvay into Italy under y« name of .Mons''. 
Gatise, the initial letters of Gustavu.s Adolphus Rex Sueciae, and of 
our famous Duke of Buckingham on his returning out of Itjilv. Ho 
acknowledg’d that he should not have bled me liad lie sus- 
pected y* small pox, which brake out a dav after. He iifterwards 
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■ 16 Oct'. We gotjto. anker under ihc Pharoe^ or wateh'-tower^ bnih 
on a high rock at the mouth of the Mole nf Chaioa^ tv^ther being 
erill so fowle that for two honms at ' least we dnnit not stead /hito 
die haven. Towards evetufi^ we a^entnred; .and came on shore by 
the Prattiq-house,' whore after strict examination by the SytMhee, W'o 
were had to the Bacal Pidace, and there, our nanoes being taken,' wc 
were conducted to our imie kept hy one Zacharias an Englishman. 

I shall never forget a story of our host Zachary, who on the telotion 
of oar perill told us another of his owne, being shipwreck’d, as be 
affirm’d solemnly, in the middle of a greate sea somewhere in the West 
Indies, that he 8 waa|^ no iesse than leagues to another island, with 
a tindci'-hox wraped up in his hayre, which was not so much as wet t 
all the way; that pieking up die car|)enter’s todies witli other provi- 
sions in a chest, he and the carpenter, who accom^iany’d him, {good 
swimers it seemes hath) floated the cliest befom them, and ariving at 
last in a place fulhof wood, they Luilt another vesseil and so escaped. 
After this story we no more talked of our danger, Zachary put us 
quite downe. 

17 Oct'. Accompany’d by a most courteous merchand call’d Tom*^ 
son, we went to view the rarities. The Cittyis built in the liollow or 
bosom of a mountaine, W'hose ascent is very steepe, high, and rocky, 
so that, from the Lantern and Mole to the hill, it represents the shape 
of a theater ; the streetes and buildings so ranged one above another 
as our seates are in play-houses ; bat, from their materials, hternty, 
and structure, never was an ardfleial scene more bMudfall to the eye, 
nor is any place, lor dm sixe of to iall of ^elLdm^’d 
palaces, as may he easily concluded by Alt ' tore hodke in « large fdio 
which the great virtiioto and payoiter Pivitt ^Wus baa pabHshed, tho-’ 
it contains {the descri(>ti«iO'pf] only .onestiietto and d or 3 diufchos. 

The first Palace we went to visit wto ttmt of .PRejmnyiito del HjgtWi 
to which we pass’d by bolte ctosse dm harbour. Hotoliocittld 
(ffiserve the sudden and devilish {mssion of a stomeOf 
was intercepted by aaodier who inttegos’d his 
looke 08 in ; for the ttto^ gushiojg tot of his 
his mouth and abi^pst bit it off U^he joynh eh^ 
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purgM me and applied leaches, and God knows wliat this would have 
pmduc’tl ir the spots had not appear’d, for he was thinking of blooding 
me ugaine. They now kept mo warme in bed for 16 dales, tended by 
a vigiliuit S\vi.sse matron, whose monstrous throat, when I sometimes 
awak'd out of unquiet sUimhera, would affright me. After the pimples 
were oorne forth, which were not many, I had much case as to paine, 
but infinitely afflicted with the heat and noysomenesse. By God’s mercy 
after five weeks keeping my chamber I went abrotxd. Mens. Saladine 
arid his lady sent me many refreshments. Mons. Le Chat, iny physi- 
cian, to excuse his letting me hloud told me it was so burnt and vicious 
as it would have provM the plague or spotted feaver had he proceeded by 
any other method. On my recovering sufficiently to go abl’IISad, I ditied 
at Mons^ Saladiue’s, and ir) the afternoone went crosse the water on 
the side of t!ie Lake, and tooke a lodgitig that stood exceeding pleasant 
about halfe a mile from the Citty for the better ayring ; but 1 stay’d 
onely one night, having no company there save rny pipe ; so the next 
day 1 caus’d them to row me about the I.(ake as far as the greate .stone 
which they cull Neptunc’.s Rock, and on whlcli they say sacrifice was 
anciently offer’d to him. Thence I landed at certaine cherry -gardens 
and pretty villas by the side of the Liike and exceedingly pleasant. 
Returning 1 visited their conservatories of fish ; in which were trouts of 
t> and 7 footc long as thetj 

The Rhone, which parts y® Citty in y® mkldst, dips into a cavern 
underground about 6 milesirom it, and afterwards rises again© and lainns 
its open course like our Mole or Swallow by Dorking in Surrey. The 
next morning (being Thursday) I heard Dr. Diodati preach in Italian, 
rnajiv of that Country, especialy of Lucca his native place, being in- 
bahitants of Geneva and of the Reform’d Religion. 

The towne lying between Germanic, France, and Italy, those three 
tongues are familiarly spoken by the inhabitants. ’Tls a strong well 
fortifi’d Citty, part of it built on a rising ground. The houses are not 
despicable, but tlie high pient^honses- (for I can hardly ©all them 
cloysters, being all of wt>od) thro’ which fhe jpeople passe drie and In 
the slurde winter aiwl summer, exce^ingly deforme the fronts of the 
huildings. Here are aboandunce oT bookesellers, hut thell* bookeS'are 
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as an assurance to him of some bloody revenge if ever he name 
iieere that part of the harbour again. Inrleed this beautifull Citty U 
more staynM with such horrid acts of revenge and murtbers than vmy 
one place in Enrop, or haply in the world, where there is a political 
goveriunent, which makes it unsafe to stningers. It is made a gaiiv 
matter to carry a knife whose point ?s not broken off. 

Tills Palace of Negros is vichly furnish'd with the rarest pictnres ; 
on the terrace, or hilly garderu there is a grove of stately tree? auK^r.gbi 
w'hich are shce.jie, shepherds, and wild beasts, cut very artijScially iii a 
grey stone; fomitriincs, rocks* and fish-ponds: casting your eyes one 
way, you would imagine yourselfe in a wiltlerncsse and silent country ; 
sideways, in tlie heart of a greate citty ; and hnckivards, in the midiUt 
of the sea. All this is within one acre of ground. In th - house I 
noticed those red-plaster (lores which are made so hard, and kept so 
piollshcd, that (or some time one would take tlunn for whole pieces of 
porphyrie. I have frequently U'onder'd that we never praefuM,! tills in 
England for cabinets and rooms of state*, for It appears to me beyond 
any invention of that kind ; hut by their carcfull covering ihein with 
canvas and fine mattresses, where there is luuch praSsage, I oippf>se 
they are not lasting in their ghuy. 

There are numerous other Palaces of particular curiiisitys, for the 
merchaiids hoi ng very rich have, like oiir neighbours Uie Hoilauders, 
little or no extent of ground to employ their estates in : as tho:^c ivt 
pictures and hungings, so these lay it out on marble houses and nch 
farniturc. ■ 

One of the gi'eatest hen: for circuit is that of the Prince d’Orias, 
which reaches from the sea to the summit of the mountaincs. The 
house IS most magnificently built without, nor less gloriously lurnishM 
within, having whole tables f and bedsteads of massy silver, many 
,0£ them sett with achates, onyxes, cornelians, hizuHs, pearl?, turqui/.cH, 
precious atones. Tlic pictures and statues arc innumerable, 
'ik^.tbia Pa^ three gardens, the first whereof is beautified wdth

A little out of the towne i.s a spacsous field which thc> call (.’ampus 
Martiu«| and well it may be so (earm’d v\ ith better reason thiin that 
of Home at present (wbicli is no more a field but all btilit into sfreetes ). 
for heii^ on every vSonday after the evening tlevotions this precise pcojtk 
pemxitt their youths to exercise armes, and shoote in gnnns and iii the 
long and crosse bowes, in which they are exceedingly expert, rcjuit. -i 
to be &8 dexterous- as any people in tlie world. To encourage ibis, tiu v 
yeareiy elect „on nu>st prizes at the mark to ije flu ir 
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a terrac^r supporteii by pillars of marble : thei*e i» a jbttutaine of 
and one of Neptune with othet Sea-godsj all of the purest 
marble ; they stiiud in a most' ample -liasiiie of the same stone^ At 
the side of this garden is such an aviary as Fra« Bacon deacribcs iu 
his ^fidejtiumy or JBssays, wherein grow trees of more than 

two foote diameter, besides cypresse, myrtils, lentises^ and other rani 
siirubs, which servo to nestle awl pearch all sorts of birds, ivho have 
ayre and jilace enoitgh under their ayrie canopy, Supporte<i with huge 
iron uorke, stiipendious for its fa brick and the charge. The other two 
gardens are full of orange-trees, citrons, and pomegranads, fouiitarncs, 
grottfi, and statues ; one of the latter is a Colossal Jupiter, under %vhich 
is the sepulchre of a beloved dog, for the care of which one of this 
family receiv’d of tlie K. of Spaine 500 cro%vnes a yeare during the life 
of that fuithfu)] uuiinal, The reservoir of water here is a most ad** 
mirable piece of art; and so is the grotto Over against it. 

We went thence to the Palace of the Dukes, where is also die Court 
of Justice; thence to the Merchants Walke, rarely covered. Neere^ 
the Ducal Palace v^c saw the publii| armoury, which was almost all 
new, moat neatly,;^ and order’d, suOictent for 30,000 men. Wc 
were shew’d many rare inventions and engines of waiT peculiar to that 
armory, as in the state where gunns were first put in use. The gnrrboh 
of the towne chiefly consists of Germans and Corsicans. The famous 
Stnida Nova, built wholly of polish’d marble, -ivas dcaignM by Rubens, 
and for statelinesse of the hiiildings, pavii^, ind evemiesse of the 
streete, is far superior to any in Euirop, for the^n^ ; that 

of Don Carlo d’Orias is a most fidagiiiflceht the garileos 

of the old Manpiiss Spinola I ^ssvw hoge citit>hs hanging ou the trees, 
apply’d like our aprt4^^ to tlie walls* The Chuccbea are no less 
splendid than the Palaces : that of St^ Fraiicts is wholly jbutlt of Parian 
marble ; St. Dvwronce, l?v the middle of the City, of white and hlatk 
polish'd stone* the inside w^holly tncrusted with marble and other p^- 
cious materials ; on the ajkar of $t. John stand 4 $u^ptuoua: 
porphyry ; and here wO were sh^w^d an emernld sbpposed^ 
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i as the king of the long-how, gun, or crosse-bow. He then 
res that weaporj itj his hat in gold w**’ a crovvne over it, made fast 
o the hut like a broach. In thi.9 field is a long house wherein their 
ajrmcs and furniture are kejjt in severall places very neately. To this 
joy lies a hall where at certain times they meete and feast; in the glag.s 
windows are the armes and names of their kings [^of armesj. At y'" 
side of the field i.s a very noble Pall-Mall, hut it turns with an elbow. 
There i.s also a bowling-place, a tavern, and a true-table, and here 
they ride their inenageil horses. It is also the u.sual place of publiq 
execution of those who .suflt.-r for any capital crime tho’ committed in 
another country, by which law, divers fugitives have been put to death 
vvho have lied hither to escajie puni.shment in their own country. 
Amongst other severe punishments here, adultery is death. Having 
seone this field and play’d a game at Mall, I supped with Mr, Saladine. 

On Sunday 1 lieard Hr. Diodati preach in French, and after the 
French inmle, in a gowiie with a cape and his hat on. Tlie Church 
Government is severely Preshyterian, after the discipline of Calvin and 
Beza who set it up, hut nothing so rigid as cither our Scots or Eng- 
lish Sectaries of that ileiiomiiiation. In y‘ afternoone Mon 3 ^ Moriee, 
a most learned young person and excellent p6et, chief Professor of 
the University, preach’d at St. Peter’s, a spacious Gotlck fabrick. 
This was lieretofore a C’athedral a ml a reverend pile. It has 4 turrets, 
on one ol which stand.s a continual sentinel ; on another cannons are 
mounted. The Church is very decent within ; nor have they at all 
defaced y* painted windows, which are full of pictures of Saints ; nor 
the stalls, which are all carv’d with y*" history of our B. Saviour. 

1(1 the afternoone 1 went to .see the young towne’s-nien exercise in 
Mars Field, where prizes were pewter plates and dishes ; 'tis said 
that .some have gain’d competent estates by what they have thus wt)n. 
llcie I first saw huge hallstm or crosse-bows shot in, being such as they 
formerly us’d in wars before greate guns were known; they wern^lac’d 
in irames, and had greate screwy to bend them, doing execution at an 
incredible di.stance. They were most accurate at the long-bow and 
musket, r.arely missing the Smaileat piark. I was as bulsy with tl'x* 
carbine I brought from Brescia as any of thein. After cve^y sho 
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of the largest lu the world** The Church of St, Anibrof^lo belong! tig 
to the Jesuites, wHI, when finishy, exceed all the rest. That of the 
Antmnciada, foumlecl at tht; charges of one faniilyf , irt the present aiul 
future dcsigne can never be outdone for cost and art. I’he Mole a 
worke of solid huge stone stretching necre 600 paces into the mnlw sea, 
and secures the liarboiir. heretofore of no sufetv. Of all the woruiers of 
Italy, for the art and nature of the de*^»igne, nothing parallels this 'I, 
We pass’d over to the Pharos, or I^antern, a tovvre of very great lu?ight. 
Here wc tookc horses and made the cireiiite of the Citty as far as the 
new walies would let us; they are built of a protligious lieigiit, and with 
Herculean industry, witnesse those vast pieces of whole mountaincs 
which tliey have hewn away, and blown up with giinpoudcr, to render 
them steepe and inaccessible. They arc not much Icsse than § 20 Kng- 
lish miles in extent, reaching hcyorid tli<* utmost buildings of the (Jrtr. 
From one of ihosc promoutones wc could easily vllNcern tiie Island of 
Corsica ; and from the same, Eastward, we saw a Vale having a gr» at 
torrent running thro’ a most desolate barren country; and then turninir 
our eyes more Northward we saw those delicious Villas of St. Pie tro 
eVArena, which present another Genoa to you, t!»c ruvibiiirg retire- 
meuts of the (icnocse nobility. Hence, \vlth much paine, <lc- 
scended towards the Arscnale, where the gnllyH lie in excellent order. 

The inhabitaiits of this City are rnach aflfccted to the Spanish mode 
and stately garbelj. From the narrowness of the stree(os they use 
sedana and litters, and not coaches,

German’s 
Fauxbourg, and it has a church of ilic same name. On two Hiaxlcn 
bridges that cro'^se the river are scvoir.I v. riu-,' rriilLj and shops of trades 
especialy smiths and cutlers ; he! w.-cu the hrid-’es is an island, in the 
midst of wliich is a very ancient Tower said to iiave been i)\»iit l>v Julius 
Cttisar. At the end of the otiier Inidgv is v' Mini, and a faire Suiiolia!. 

•Passing agauto by y* lovvne-house I saw a largi' croeodde haisging 
in chalues; and against the Avail of one of tlic cliamhcrs .scaven judges 
were painted without hands, except, one in tho middle, who has but 
one hand ; I know not y‘ storie The Arsenal is at ilie cm! of this 
building, well furnish’d and kept.

We 
i'rindcd at Lerici, whei'e, being Sunday^ was. a great processioiij fisirry- 
ing thu Sacrament about the streetes in solemn devotion. After ditmer 
we look post horses, passing throu|^i whole groves of olive-trees, the 
way somewhat rugged and hilly at first, but afterwards pleasant. We 
passed thro' the townee of Sara 2 ana and Massa, and the vast marble 
quarries of Carrara, and lodged in an obscure inn at a place called 
Viregio. Tlie next morning we ariv’d at Pisa, where> 1 met my old 
friend Mr. Tbo\ Henslmw, who waa the^^ out of Bpaifie, 

and trom whose cotnpany I never parted till more than a yea re after. 

The City of Pisa is as tnucli worth seeing as any in Italy \ it has con- 
tended with Home, Floienee, Sardinia^ Sicily^ and even Oirthage; Tlie 
Palace and Cburoli ofSt Slcphano (where theordcr of knighthood oalletl 
by that name was instituted) di f^w^ first our curiosity^ tlie outstde thereof 
being altogether of polish’d niarble ; w ijthin it is ftdl of tables relating to

This regitnen 1 mocb observ’d, and I 
bless God pass’d tlie journey without iucouveuieiice from sickuesse, hot 
it was an extraordinarily hot unpleasant season and journey by reason of 
y' crjiggit! waies. 

o July, 16‘46, we tooke or rather purchas’d a boat, for it could not 
be b) oug}it back against the streanae of the Rhone. We were two days 
going to Lions, passing many admirable prospects of rocks and cliffs, 
and neere the towne down a very steepc declivitie of water for a full 
niile. From Lions we proceeded the next morning, taking hors© to 
Rohan, and lay that night at Farraju. At Rolian indulged our- 
selves with y*' best y’ all France affords, for here y'- provisions are 
choice and plentifull, so as the supper we had might have satisfied a 
prince. We lay that night in damask beds, and were treatedr like em- 
ptTours. The towne is one of the neatest built in all France, on y* 
brink of the Xa)ire ; and here we agreetl with an old fi.shcr to row us 
as fair as Orleans. Tire fn-st night we came as far as Nevers, early 
enough to see the towne, the Cathedral (St. Cyre}, the Jesuits Gol- 
Jedge, and the (Castle, a Palace of the Duke’s, with the bridge to it 
nobly built. 

Uhe next day we pass’d by l.(a Chari te, a pretty towne somewhat 
distant from tlie river. Here I lost my faithfull spaniel (Piccioli) who 
had foUotv’d me from Rome ; it seemes he had ben taken up by sotnc 
of the Governor’s pages or footemen, without recovery, which was a 
greale displeasure to me because the curr bad ruany useful qualities. 

The next day we arivM at Orleans, taking our turns to rOw’, of 
rv'bich I reckon my share came to litfle h?ss than 20 leagues. SomC'' 
times w'e footed it thro’ pleasant fields and medows; sometimes we shot 
at fowls and other birds, nothing came amiss ; sometimes xve play’d at 
card.s, whilst others sung or were composing verses, for we had y' 
greate Poet Mr. Waller in our compaqie, and some othesr ingenkms 
|>ersons. ■ 

At Orleans w'e abode but diie day ; the next, Ifcaving our mad Gap'* 
taine behind us, 1 ariv'd at Paid^, ^rejoic’d that after so 
and 'jeeidents in a tedious pefegfination I was gotten so neere lu>me, 
end here i resolv’d to rest otyselfe before I fvent further. 
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It was now October, and the onely time tliat in my whole life 1 5 i)ent 
niiMt idly, tempted from iny more prolitable recesses; but I soone lec; i- 
vexM my better resolutions and fell to my study, loarnin^ the lli^l> 
Dutch and Spanish tongues, and now and then refrcsh'nji; my daunc - 
ing and such exercises as I had long omitted and w' ' are not in modi 
reputation amongst the soIku' Italians. 

16‘47, January 28, I, chang’d rny lodging in the Place dc Mon.v. dt 
Mete nee re the Abhy of S' Germains; and thence oi tlte 12''‘ Fd)' to 
aiMither in Rue Cohindiier, where I had a very faire appartemeat which 
cost me 4 pistoles per rnoncth. Tlie iSth I frefjuei>ted a course of Clu • 
mistric, tlie fatnons Mt. I^c Febun^ operating vipon most of the nobler 
processes. IVIareb .3, Mens'" Mercnic Ix^gwii t(> teach me on y'* lute, tho’ 
to small perfection. 

In May I fell sick and had very weak eyes, for which I was foure 
times let blood. 

22 May. My valet (Hebert) rolih’d me of doths and philu tu the 
value of threescore pounds, but thro' the diligence i;f .Sir llicbarLl 
Browne, his Majesty’s Resident at the Court of France, am! with wlto - - 
lady and family I had contracted a gi''uitt: fnciul.sliip (and particeiai Iv 
set my aflections on a daughter) I recover’d most of tliciii, (<l)tai!unp, or 
the Judge with no small difficulty that the processe against the thi< tc 
should not concernc his life, being Ills first oll’enre, 

TO June. We concluded aliout my marriage, in ovder to tviiich I 
went to Sr. Germans, where his Maje-svy. then Prince of W’alcs, li id 
hia court, to desire of Dr. Earle, then one of liis t'haplains (’sim e 
Dean of We.stminster, Clcrke of tin* Cheset. aru! Ihshojt of Salislraiiv ) 
that he would accompany rnc to Paris, wlildi he, diii, and on Thursday '2'J 
June, 1647, he married ns in Sir Richard Browne’s Cduipcll lu twixto the 
houres of 11 and 12, some few .select freinds Itcing present; and this 
being Corpus Christi feast was solonmlv observ’d l«i this country; the 
streetes were sumptuously hung witli tapissry, am! strewM with Dowers. 

10 Sept. Being call’d into England to settle rny affaires after an 
absence of about 4 yeares, I tookc leave of the Pnnee and Queenc, 
leaving my wife, yet very young, umler the care of an excellent lady 
and prudent mother.

Here, especialy in this Piazza, is 
such a concourse, of slaves, Turkes, Mores, and other tiationSi, that 
the number and confusion is prodigious ; some buyingj others selling, 
others drinking, others playing, some working, others sleeping, fight- 
ing, singing, weeping, all nearly naked, and miserably chaynU 
Here was a tem, where any idle fellow might stake his liberty against 
a few crownes, at dice or other hazsird, imtl, if he lost, be was hhine’- 
diately cimyn’d and kd away to the gallys, where be wras to serve a 
tearm of yeares, but from whence they seldom return’d ; maiiy sottish 
persons in a drankeii bravado would try their fortune in this way, 

Tlie houses of tins neatc Towne are very unifonne, and ^ceUently 
payuted fl yWsca on the outer walls with representations of many of 
their victories over the Turkes. The bouses, though low on account 
of the eartbtjuake.s »'** freqaeiJtly , happen here (as ; did one during 
my being in Italy) are Very Well built ; the is very fiayre and

27 June, I made my will, and takti^ leave of iny wife and other 
friends tooke horse |?r England, paying the Meseager 8 pistoles for me 
and my servant to Calais, setting out with 17 in company well arm d, 
some Portugeses, Swisae and French, whereof 6 werfe Captaines and 
Officers. We came the first night to Beaumont; neict day to Beauvais, 
and lay at Pois, and the next, without (fining, reach'd Abbeville ; next 
din'd at Montreuil, and proceeding met a company df fbote (being now 
within the inroades of the paities which dangerously infest this day's 
journey from St. Omers and the Frontiers) which we drew very iieere 
to, ready and resolute to charge through, and accordingly were order’d 
and led by a captaine of our traine ; but as we were on y* speede, they 
cal'd out, and prov'd to he Scotchmen newly rais d and landed, and few 
arm'd among them. This night we were well treated at Bollogne. 
The next d^y we march'd in good order, the passage being now ex- 
ceeding dangerous, and got to Calais by a little after 2. The sun so 
s<!orch'd my lace that it made y" skin peel off. 

I din’d with Mr. Booth his Majesty’s Agent, and about 3 in y*" af- 
ternoone imhark’d in the packet-boat : hearing there was a pirate then 
also setting saile, we had security from molestation, and so with a fair 
S, W. wind, in 7 hours we landed at Dover. The bulsy watchman 
would have us to the Major to be searched, but the gent, being in bed 
w'e were dismiss’d. 

Next day, being Sonday, they would not permit us to ride post, so 
that afternoone our trunks were visited. 

The next morning by 4 we sat out for Canterbury, where I met vvith 
my Lady Catherine Scot, whom that very day twek^ months before I 
met at sea going for France ; she had l^n visiting S*‘T|lo. Peyton not 
far off, and w o^d iieedes carry roe in her coach to Gravesend. We 
din’d at Sittingbourn, came late to Gm^esend, and Deptford,

pended and yet lyitig hut aslant, they slid an horse of w'ood under the rope 
w'^'' houiiid his feete, which soexceedinglystiffnetl it, as sever’d the fellow’s 
■{ovnts in iniscra!>le sort, drawing him out at length in an extraordinary 
nianner, he having onely a paire of liiincn drawers on his naked body : 
then they questioned him of a robbery (the Lieutenant Grlminal being 
present, and a clcarhe that wrote), which wot confessing, tlrey put an 
higher horse under the rope, to increase the torture and extensifm. In 
this agonie, confessing nothing, tl)e Executioner with a borne (just 
such as they drench horses with) stuck the end of it into his mouth, 
and poured the quaiitlty of two bouketts of water down his throat and 
over him, vhich so prodigiously swelled him, as would have pittied and 
affrighted any one to see it ; for all this, he denied all that was charged 
to him. They then let him downe, and carried liinl before a wartwe 
fire to bring him to himselfe, being now to all appearance dead w'*‘ 
paine. What became of him I know not ; but the gent, whom he 
rol)hed constantly averr’d him to be the man, and the fellows suspitious 
pale lookes, before he knew he shold be rack’d, hetraied some ^ilt ; The 
Lieutenant was also of y* opinion, and told us at first sight (for he was 
a loane, dry, black young man) he would conquer the torture ; and so 
it scemes they could not hang him, but did use in such caisei, where the 
evidence is very presumptive, to send them to the gaUies, which is as 
had as death. 

There ^vas another Malefacitijr to sutxse^e^^ the sj^ctacle was so 

uncomfortable, that I was not able to »tay*rf^ of another. It

light horse, 200, richly habited, with 4 trumpets in blue velvet em- 
hrodred with gold, before whom rid y* Count d’Oloime coronet fcornetj 
whose belt was set with pearlc ; next went y' grand Prevost’s company 
on foote w**' y* Prevost on horseback ; after them the Swisse in black 
velvet toques le<! by 2 gallant cavalieres habited in acarlet-colour’d 
sattin after their country fashion, which is very fantastick ; he had iti 
his cap a petmnch of heron with a band of diamonds, and about hitti 12 
little Swisse boyes with halberds ; then came the yii/ctes des Cei'etnonies ^ 
next the grandees of court, governors of places, and lieutenants genl of 
provinces, magnificently habited and mounted, among whom 1 must 
not forget the Chevalier Paul, famous for many se.a>fights and signal 
exploits there, because ’tis said he had never been an Academist, and 
yet govern’d a very unruly horse, and besides his rich suite, his Malta

Lisle, those valiant and noble prsons who so bravely behavM them- 
selves in the last siege, were barbarously shot, murder’d by Ireton in 
cold blood after surrendering on articles ; haying ben di^^poihteid of 
relief fi om the Scotch army, vvhich had ben deiWted with-tljiO King at 
Worcester.

He woukl donhtlesse have ben an excellent 
Phioce, had he hen less addicted to women, who made him uneasy, 
and allways in want to supply theii unmeasurable profusion, to 
detriment of many indigent p,.*rsons who bad signaly serv’d both him 
an^ his father. He frecpuMitly and easily , bang’d f ivorites, to his 
greate prejudice. As to other publiq transactions and unhappy mis- 
carriages, ftis not here I intend to number them ; but certainly never 
bad King more glorious <q)portuniticH to have made himselte. Ids 
people, and all Europe happy, and prevent, >d innumerable udscludfs, 
bail not his too easy nature resign’d him lo be manag’d by cmftv meig 
and. some abandon’d and profane wretches who corrupted his otherwise 
sufficient parts, disciplin’d as he liad hen by many afflictions (luring his 
banishment, which gave him much cxp(.'nence and knowledge ol ineu 
and things; but those wicked creatures took hint oil from all apjdica 
tion becoming so greate a King. Tlic history of his reign,; will ccr- 
tainely.be the most vvonderfull for the varietx of matter aiul accidents, 
above any- extant in former ages: the sad tragical death of hi;, fa tier, 
his banishment and hardships, his niiraculotis icstamation, oonspini- 
cies against him, parliaments, wars, {)higues, lites, comet ', revolutions 
abroad happening in his time, with ;i thousand othei' p.irtieulars. He 
was ever kipd to me, and vCry gracious upon all occasions, and ilu rc- 
foi^ I cannot, without ingratitude, hut deplore his losse, whicli tor 
many re§pe,^ts as w’dl as duty I do with all my soul. 

His dead, the Duke, now K, .lames II, went im- 

mediately" to Council, and before entering into any businchse, pas-

estabHah’d, it» principles being »o firine for moiwhy, and xnemr 
bers of it shewing themselves 80 good and loyal subjects^ j; and th^t aa 
he would never depart from the just rights and prerogatives of f 
Crown, so would he never invbde any m^n’s property ; but as^ he had 
often adventur’d his life in defence of tlte Nation, bo he would still 
proceedcj and preserve it in all its lawful rights and liberties. 

This being the substance of what he said, tha l^ords <foair’d it might 
be publish’d, as containing matter of greate satisfection to a jealous 
people upon this change, which his Ma*y consented to. Then were the 
Counsel sworn, and a Proclamation order’d to be publish’d, that all 
Officers should continue in their stations, that there might be .no failure 
of public justice, till his further pleasure should lie known. J'hen the

ciTOr.he h.d collected and written o«t ffl»y of the most usefnll and 
jo^wnpenod, of the book, she read in a kind of eomnton-plaee, a, 
o«t of Dr. Hammond on the New Testametit, and most of the best 
p«et.eal f^t.e«. She had read and digested a considerable d«t!e of 
history and of places. The French tongue was as familiar to her as 
E#gl»h; .he understood Italian, and was able to render a laudable 
accoont of what she read and ohserred, to which assisted a most feithfnl 
memi^ and discernment ; and she did make very prudent and discreete 
refleaioo. upon what die had obseiwcl of the' con,er«ti„ns r.mnne 
wmch she had at any time ben, which being coi.tiimaly of pernons of 
the befit quality , she thereby improved. She liad an excellent voice, to 
which she play’d a tliorongh-Imss on the harpsichord, in both which ‘ he 
arived to that perfection, that of the schoUars of those tn < . famous mas- 
ters Signors Pietro and Burtholomeo she evas esteem’d the best ; lor ti.e 
sweetnesse of her voice and management of it added such an agrecable- 
nesse to her countenance, without any constraint or concerne, ti.at when 
she sung, it was as charming to the eye a.s to the care ; this I ratlier note, 
because it was n universal remarke, and for which so many noldo and 
judicious iiersons in musiq desired to hcarc her, the last being at l.,or(l 
Arundel’s of Wardour (see p. 543). What shall I say, or rather not say, 
of the ch^rclullness and agrecablenesse of her humour? condesfend- 
ing to the meanest servant in the fiunily, others, she still kept up 
respect, without the lea.st pride. She Avould often reade to them, exa- 
tmnei instruct, and pray with thtm if they were .sick, so as she was ex- 
ceedingly beloved of every body. Piety was so pi'evalent ah ingredient in 
hi^ coiistitutton (^as I may say) that even amongst etjuals and superiors 
she ni» sooner became intimately acquainted, but she would endeavour 
to impn^ve them^ by insinuatitig somethingof religious, und that tended 
to bring them to a love of devotion; she had one or two confidents 
iiaed' to passe whole dayes in fasting, reading, and 
pht:yiefS]r b^|>ecialy before the monethly communion and other solernn 
Occasions.

and teaching. It was the end of February before I could prevail with 
my Lady to part with her ; but my Lord going into Oxfordshire to stand 
for Knight of the Shire there, she express’d her wish to come home, 
being tir’d of y® vain and empty conversation of the towne, y* theatres, 
the court, and trifling visiles w®*' consum’d so much precious titne, and 
made her sometimes rnisse of that regular course of piety that gave her 
y® greatest satisfaction. She was weary of this life, and I think went 
not thrice to Court all this time, except when her mother or I carried 
her.

Thus ended tilts quondam Duk0> darling of his 
being oxtreamly handsome and adroit; an exct^Hent souIdtO^^^^^ 
a favourite of tlie people, of an easy nature, debauch’d by

He was a lovely person., had a virtuous and 'excellent lady that 
brought iiim greate riches, and a second dukedom in Scotland. He 
was Master of the Horse, General f>f the King liis iather’s Army, 
Gentleman of the Bed-chamber, Knight of the Garter, Chancellor of 
Cambridge, in a word had accumulations without end. See what ambi- 
tion and wmit of principles brought him to ! He was beheaded on 
Tuesday l4th July. Hi* mother, whose name was Barlow, daughter of 
some very meane cresitures, was a beautiful strumpet, whom I had often 
scene at Baris; she died miserably without any thing to bury her ; 
yet this Perkin had ben made to believe that the King had married her; 
a monstrous and ridiculous forgerie ; and to satisfy tlje world of the ini- 
quity of the rejmrt, the King his father (if his father he really was, 
for he mtwt resembl’d one Sidney*, who w'as familiar wiBv his 
puhlickly and most solenoiniy renounc’d it, to be so enter’d in the 
Council Booke some yeares since, with all y* Privy Councellors at- 
testation -f.

them to the Dean (the Bp. of Kochester) ; kept them three weeks before he 
dottid s|K'Ak to the Bishop ; went to the Af>p. of York, and shewed them ; next 
morning the Abp. of York carrierl him to the Abp. of Canterbury at l^mbeth, 
and shewed them. After this he procaretl an exact driwing to he made of 
th«aa; shewed them to Sir William Dugdaie. 6’ July, the Abp. of Carjter- 
bury told the Bp. of Rochester, who, about four that afternoon, sent far him, 
and took hirtt to Whitehall, that he might present thcncto tin; King, vvhicli he 
did accordingly. The Kingorderwl n new strong wotHleri coffii. to be made to 
inclose thf" brolwm one. The links of the chain oblong, and curiously wrought; 
the upper part joined by a locket, composed of a large rou-od nob of gold, 
massy, in circiimfereivce as big as a milled shilling, half an inch thick ; round 
Utis went a wire and half a dozen little beads, banging loose, running to and 
again on the same, all of pure gold, and finely wrought ; on each side of the 
locket were set two large 8<}Hare stones (supposed to bo rubies). From each side 
of this locket, fixed to two rings of gold, the chain descends, and, nueting below, 
passes through a square piece of gold of a convenient bigness, made hollow' for 
the same purpose. This gold, wrought into several angles, was painted with 
divers colours, resembling gems or prefcious stones, to whjch the crucifix was 
joined, yet to be taken off by help of a screw.
